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INTRODUCTION,

led place the glorious works which adorn the literature of 
England and America within reach of the readers of other countries, 
was the aim of the noble originator of the ‘“Tauchnitz Collection.” 
And in selecting the Word of God as recorded by the Apostles for 
the thousandth volume of the series, he has chosen the most 
appropriate crown for such a structure of human genius. 

As early as the reign of Elizabeth, the English nation possessed 
an authorised translation, executed by the Bishops under the 
guidance of Archbishop Parker; and this, half a century later, in 
the year 1611, was revised at the command of James the First by 
a body of learned divines, and became the present ‘¢ Authorised 
Version.” It is the New Testament portion of this version which 
forms the thousandth volume of the Tauchnitz Collection. Founded 
as it was on the Greek text at that time accepted by Protestant 
theologians, and translated with scholarship and conscientious care, 
this version of the New Testament has deservedly become an 
object of great reverence, and a truly national treasure to the 
English Church. The German Church alone possesses in Luther’s 
New Testament a treasure of similar value. 

But the Greek text of the apostolic writings, since its origin in 
the first century, has suffered many a mischance at the hands of 
those who have used and studied it; the mere process of constant . 
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copying and recopying alone having given rise to many alterations, 
The Authorised Version, like Luther’s, was made from a Greek 
text which Erasmus in 1516, and Robert Stephens in 1550, had 
formed from manuscripts of later date than the tenth century. 
Whether those manuscripts were thoroughly trustworthy—in other 
words, whether they exhibited the apostolic original as perfectly 
as possible—has long been matter of diligent and learned 
investigation. Since the sixteenth century Greek manuscripts have 
been discovered of far greater antiquity than those of Erasmus and 
Stephens; as well as others in Latin, Syriac, Coptic, and Gothic, 
into which languages the sacred text was translated between the 
second and fourth centuries; while in the works of the Fathers 
from the second century downwards, many quotations from the 
New Testament have been found and compared. And the result 
has been, that while on the one hand scholars have become 
aware that the text of Erasmus and Stephens was in use in the 
Byzantine Church long before the tenth century, on the other hand, 
they have discovered thousands of readings which had escaped the 
notice of those editors. The question then arose, which reading 
in each case most correctly represented what the apostles had 
written? By no means an easy question, since the variations in 
the documents are very ancient. Jerome notices them, and many 
were in existence even as early as the fourth century. Scholars are 
much divided as to the readings which most exactly convey the 
Word of God, but one thing is agreed upon by the majority of 
those who understand the subject, namely, that the oldest copies 
approach the original text more nearly than the later ones, 
Providence has ordained for the New Testament more sources 
of the greatest antiquity than are possessed by all the old Greek 
literature put together. And of these, two manuscripts have for 
long been especially esteemed by Christian scholars, since, in 
addition to their great antiquity, they contain very nearly the whole 
of both the Old) and New Testaments. Of these two, one is 
deposited in the Vatican, and the other in the British Museum.

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Within the last ten years a third has been added to the number, 
which was found at Mount Sinai, and is now at St. Petersburg, 

These three manuscripts undoubtedly stand at the head of all 
the ancient copies of the New Testament, and it is by their standard 
that both the early editions of the Greek text and the modern versions 
are to be compared and corrected. Indeed, it is not too much 
to hope that by their means a Greek text of the New Testament 
may sooner or later be settled, which shall serve as the basis of 
translation for all Christian communities. But before this can come 
about, it is of the greatest interest to all Christians who value the 
sacred Scriptures, to understand the relation which the ordinary 
Bibles of Europe and America bear to the very ancient documents 
of which we have been speaking. And it thus occurred to Baron 
Tauchnitz and myself that it would be to the interests of both piety 
and learning if we took the occasion of the thousandth volume of 
the ‘‘Tauchnitz Collection” to issue an edition of the English 
Authorised Version of the New Testament, which should exhibit 
the various departures of that Version from the three oldest and 
most important manuscripts. 

The effect of thus comparing the common English text with the 
most ancient authorities will be as often to disclose agreement as 
disagreement. True, the three great Manuscripts alluded to differ 
from each other both in age and authority, and no one of them can 
be said to stand so high that its sole verdict is sufficient to silence 
all contradiction. But to treat such ancient authorities with neglect 
would be either unwarrantable arrogance or culpable negligence; 
and it would be indeed a misunderstanding of the dealings of 
Providence if, after these documents had been preserved through all 
the dangers of fourteen or fifteen centuries, and delivered safe into 
our hands, we were not to receive them with thankfulness as most 
valuable instrumenis for the elucidation of truth. 

It may be urged that our undertaking is opposed to true 
reverence; and that by thus exposing the inaccuracies of the English 
Version, we shall bring discredit upon a work which has been for 
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centuries the object of love and veneration both in public and private. 
But those who would stigmatise the process of scientific criticism and 
test, which we propose, as irreverent, are greatly mistaken. To us the 
most reverential course appears to be, to accept nothing as the word 
of God which is not proved to be so by the evidence of the oldest, 
and therefore the most certain, witnesses that He has put into our 
hands. With this view, and with this intention, the writer of the 
present Introduction has occupied himself, for thirty years past, 
in searching not only the libraries of Europe, but the obscurest 
convents of the East, both in Africa and Asia, for the most ancient 
manuscripts of the Bible; and has done all in his power to collect 
the most important of such documents, to arrange them, and to 
publish them for the benefit both of the present age and of posterity, 
so as to settle the original text of the sacred writers on the basis of 
the most careful investigation. And it is the same conviction that 
has led him to undertake the more popular task of preparing the 
present edition of the English New Testament. In no country 
have his labours and happy discoveries been so warmly received 
and so thoroughly appreciated as in England, since his first visit 
to Oxford, Cambridge, and London, more than a quarter of a 
century ago; and he has therefore good ground for hope that 
the present work will meet with interest and success in the same 
quarters. 

Before proceeding to speak more particularly of the present 
edition it will be advisable to say something in detail about the three 
great manuscripts so often already referred to. 

The first which came into the possession of Europe was the 
Vatican Codex. Whence it was acquired by the Vatican Library 
is not known; but it appears in the first catalogue of that collection, 
which dates from the year 1475. ; 

The manuscript embraces both the Old and New Testaments. 
Of the latter, it contains the four Gospels, the Acts, the seven 
Catholic Epistles, nine of the Pauline Epistles, and the Epistle to 
the Hebrews as far as IX. 14, from which verse to the end of the 
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New Testament it is deficient; so that not only the last chapters 
of the Hebrews, but the Epistles to Timothy, Titus, and Philemon, 
as well as the Revelation, are missing, It is in three columns to a 
page. The peculiarities of the writing, the arrangement of the 
manuscript, and the character of the text—especially certain very 
remarkable readings—all combine to place the execution of the 
Codex in the fourth century, possibly about the middle of it. Owing 
to the regulations of the Papal library it was for a long time very 
difficult to make use of the manuscript. . But in the year 1828 an 
edition of it was undertaken by Angelo Mai, afterwards Cardinal, at 
the instance of Pope Leo XII. The work did not, however, appear 
until 1857, three years after Mai’s death, and is extremely inaccurate, 
Many hundreds of its errors are corrected by the present writer in 
his Vovum Testamentum Vaticanum, 1867; and further corrections 
were supplied by the facsimile edition of Vercellone and Cozza, 1868, 
which are included in the Appendix Novi Testamenti Vaticant, 1869. 

The Alexandrine Codex was presented to King Charles the First 
in 1628 by Cyril Lucar, Patriarch of Constantinople, who had 
himself brought it from Alexandria, af which place he was formerly 
Patriarch, and whence it derives its name. It is written in pages 
of two columns, and contains both the Old and New Testaments. 
Of the New, the following passages are wanting:—Matt. 1. I to 
XXV. 6; John VI. 50 to vimi. 52; 2 Cor. iv. £3; to Xig6.ee in 
addition to the Bible the manuscript contains the Epistle of Clemens 
Romanus (the only known copy), a letter of Athanasius, and a 
treatise of Eusebius upon the Psalms. On palzeographic and other 
grounds, it would appear to have been written about the middle of 
the fifth century. The New Testament was published in quasi- 
facsimile in 1786. by C. G. Woide, and has been recently re-edited, 
with corrections, in a smaller shape, by B. Harris Cowper. 

The Stnaitic Codex I was myself so happy as to discover in 
1844 and 1859, at the Convent of St. Catherine, on Mount Sinai, | 
in the latter of which years I brought it to Russia to the Emperor 
Alexander the Second, at whose instance my second journey to the 
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East was undertaken. It is written in four columns to a page, 
and contains both Old and New Testaments—the latter perfect, 
without the loss of a single leaf. In addition, it contains the entire 
Epistle of Barnabas, and a portion of the ‘‘Shepherd” of Hermas, 
two books which down to the beginning of the fourth century 
were looked upon by many as Scripture. All the considerations 
which tend to fix the date of manuscripts lead to the conclusion that 
the Sinaitic Codex belongs to the middle of the fourth century. 
Indeed, the evidence is clearer in this case than in that of the 
Vatican Codex; and it is not improbable (which cannot be the case 
with the Vatican MS.) that it is one of the fifty copies of the 
Scriptures which the Emperor Constantine in the year 331 ‘directed 
to be made for Byzantium, under the care of Eusebius of Czesarea. 
In this case i is a natural inference that it was sent from Byzantium 
to the monks of St. Catherine by the Emperor Justinian, the founder 
of the convent. The entire Codex was published by its discoverer, 
under the orders of the Emperor of Russia, in 1862, with the most 
scrupulous exactness, and in a truly magnificent shape, and the New 
Testament portion was issued in a portable form in 1863 and 1865. 

These considerations seem to show that the first place among the 
three great Manuscripts, both for age and extent, is held by the 
Sinaitic Codex, the second by the Vatican, and the third by the 
Alexandrine. And this order is completely confirmed by the text 
they exhibit, which is not merely that which was accepted in the 
East at the time they were copied; but, having been written by 
Alexandrine copyists who knew but little of Greek, and therefore 
had no temptation to make alterations, they remain in a high 
degree faithful to the text which was accepted through a large part 
of Christendom in the third and second centuries, The proof of 
this is their agreement with the most ancient translations—namely, 
the so-called Italic, made in the second century in proconsular 
Africa; the Syriac Gospels of the same date, now transferred from 
the convents of the Nitrian desert to the British Museum; and the 
Coptic version of the third century. It is confirmed also by their 
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agreement with the oldest of the Fathers, such as Irenzus, 
Tertullian, Clement, and Origen. 


These remarks apply to the Sinaitic Codex—which is remark- 
ably close in its agreement to the ‘‘Italic” version—more than they 
do to the Vatican MS., and still more so than to the Alexandrine, 
which, however, is of far more yalue in the Acts, Epistles, and 
Apocalypse than it is in the Gospels, 


A few readings, as remarkable for the correspondence which 
they disclose in the date of the manuscripts, as for the testimony 
which they bear to their authority, I propose now to bring before 
my readers. 


1. The ordinary conclusion to the Gospel of St. Mark, namely, 
XVI. 9—20, is found in more than five hundred Greek manuscripts, 
in the whole of the Syriac and Coptic, and most of the Latin 
manuscripts, and even in the Gothic version. But by Eusebius 
and Jerome (the former of whom died in the year 340) it is stated 
expressly that in nearly all the trustworthy copies of their time the 
Gospel ended with the 8th verse; and with this, of all existing 
known Greek manuscripts, only the Vatican and the Sinaitic now 
agree. 

2. The opening of the Epistle to the Ephesians in our Bibles 
contains the words, ‘‘to the saints which are at Ephesus.” The 
. words ‘‘at Ephesus” were not in the copies used either by Marcion 
(A.D. 130—140) or Origen (185—254); Basil the Great (who died 
in 379) also states that they were wanting in the old manuscripts of 
his time; and the omission agrees well with the encyclical character 
of the Epistle. At the present day the words are found in many 
ancient Greek manuscripts, and in all the ancient versions; and even 
to Jerome no copy was known which did not contain them. Now, 
howeyer, the Sinaitic and Vatican manuscripts alene agree with 
Basil, Origen and Marcion, 


3. Origen states—and the statement is confirmed by various 
quotations before his time—that in John I. 4 some copies contained 
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“in Him ds life,” instead of “in Him was life.” Whereas that 
reading is now found only in the Sinaitic manuscript, and in the 
famous Cambridge copy of the Gospels known as the ‘*Codex 
Beze’’; although it is shown in most copies of the Italic version, in 
the old Syriac, and the oldest Coptic versions. 

4. Jerome mentions, in reference to Matt. xu. 35, that 
Porphyry, the opponent of Christianity in the third century, accused 
the Evangelist of having said ‘‘which was spoken by the prophet 
Isaiah,’ a reading which is exhibited also by an authority of the 
second century. To which Jerome adds that well-informed people 
had long before removed the name of Isaiah from the passage. Now, 
of all our manuscripts of a thousand years old, not one exhibits the 
name of Isaiah except the Sinaitic, with which a few of later date 
agree. 

5. The passage John XIII. 10 is cited six times by Origen; but 
the Sinaitic MS. alone (with a few copies of the old Italic version) 
gives it as Origen does, namely, ‘‘He that is washed needeth not 
to wash, but is clean every whit.” 

6. In John vr. 51—where the passage is very difficult to 
settle—the Sinaitic Codex alone among all Greek manuscripts has 
the undoubtedly right reading, namely, ‘‘If any man eat of My 
bread he shall live for ever. The bread which I will give for the 
life of the world is My flesh,” which is confirmed by Baie at 
the end of the second century. 

Many other examples of the kind might be given. 

In the facsimile steel engraving which forms the frontispiece to 
the volume, my readers may examine for themselves the style in 
which each of the three great manuscripts so often mentioned is 
written. Initial letters are found in the Alexandrine Codex only, 
and in not having them the other two agree with the Herculanean 
rolls of the first century. 

T have only further to speak of the method pursued in the 
printing of this edition. 
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The text is that of the English ‘‘Authorised Version,” exactly 
reproduced; and in the notes are given the variations from that 
text in the three manuscripts above named :— 

S denotes the Sinaitic MS. 

Via 55 the Vatican; and 

A ,, the Alexandrine. 
S*, V*, and A* denote that the words so accompanied are the 
original reading of the respective MSS., though altered by a later 
hand; while the later readings themselves are denoted by S?, V2, 
or A’ respectively. But my readers will bear in mind that, as a 
rule, I give only the original readings, and very rarely the ancient 
corrections. 

The sign ‘‘om.” denotes that the words to which it is prefixed 
are omitted; ‘‘adds” or ‘‘add” that they are added. For instance: 
“SV om. ever” signifies that in the Sinaitic and Vatican MSS. 
the word ‘‘ever,” given in the English text, is omitted: while 
“A adds saying” signifies that the Alexandrine MS. adds that word 
to the passage referred to in the English text. 

Notes belonging to the same words in the text are divided by a 
comma; those belonging to a fresh passage by a semicolon. When 
words from the text are quoted in the notes they are followed by 
a colon, and then by the correction of the manuscript. Thus, 
“suffered he their manners: A bore he as a nurse”—which denotes 
that the last five words are given in the Alex. MS. instead of the 
first four which stand in the English. 

Many obyious blunders which are found in the manuscripts are 
passed over in silence. But others, evidently wrong, are so denoted 

-by the words ‘‘ax error” or ‘‘a mere error.” I have no doubt 
that very shortly after the books of the New Testament were written, 
and before they were protected by the authority of the Church, 
many arbitrary alterations and additions were made in them, On 
the other hand, many variations are obviously only matters of 
pronunciation, and of little importance; others again arise only 
from the Greek idiom, and therefore need not be noticed. 
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Inaccurate or insufficient renderings I have denoted by the 
words “translate” or ‘all MSS.” Thus ‘translate by the well” 
denotes that that is a more accurate rendering than the ‘‘on the 
well” of the English Bible. Scholars like Trench, Scrivener, and 
Alford, whom I have usually followed in such cases, will know 
how to add to these latter corrections, but the plan of my work did 
not allow me to give more than I have actually given. 


Lastly, I have to acknowledge the kind assistance that I have 
received in this work from my learned friend Mr. B, Harris Cowper. 

No single work of ancient Greek classical literature can command 
three such original witnesses as the Sinaitic, Vatican, and Alexandrine 
Manuscripts, to the integrity and accuracy of its text. That they 
are available in the case of a book which is at once the most sacred 
and the most important in the world is surely matter for the deepest 
thankfulness to God.

11 Then the devil leaveth him, and, 
behold, angels came and ministered

12 J’ Now when Jesus had heard 
that John was cast into prison, he 
departed into Galilee; : . 

13 And leaving Nazareth, he came — 
and dwelt in Capernaum, which is _ 
upon the sea coast, in the borders of » 
Zabulon and Nephthalim:

21 And going on from thence, he

which were before you. 

13 7 Ye are the salt of the earth: 
but if the salt have lost his savour, 
wherewith shall it be salted? it is 
thenceforth good for nothing, but to 
be cast out, and to be trodden under 
foot of men. 

14 Veare the light of the world. A 
city that is set on an hill cannot be 
hid. 

15 Neither do men light a candle, 
and put it under a bushel, but on a 
candlestick; and it giveth light unto 
all that are in the house, 

16 Let your light so shine before 
men, that they may see your good 
works, and glorify your Father which 
is in heaven. 

17 J Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: [ 
am not come to destroy, but to fulfil. 

18 For verily I say unto you, Till 
heaven and earth pass, one jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass from the 
law, till all be fulfilled. 

19 Whosoever therefore shall break 
one of these least commandments, 
and shall teach men so, he shall be 
called the least in the kingdom of 
heayen: but whosoever shall do and 
teach ¢hemz, the same shall be called 
great in the kingdom of heaven. 

20 For Isay unto you, That except 
your righteousness shall exceed the 
righteousness of the scribes and Phari- 
sees, ye shall in no case enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.

22 But I say unto you, That who- 
soever is angry with his brother with- — 
out a cause shall be in danger of the 
judgment: and whosoever shall say to 
his brother, Raca, shall be in danger 
of the council: but whosoever shall 
say, Thou fool, shall be in danger of 
hell fire.

29 And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast i from thee: 
for it is profitable for thee that one of 
thy members should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast 
into hell.

36 Neither shalt thou swear by thy 
head, because thou canst not make 
one hair white or black. 

37 But let your communication be, 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay: for whatsoever 
is more than these cometh of evil. 

38 J Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, An eye for an eye, anda 
tooth for a tooth: 

39 But I say unto you, That ye resist 
not evil: but whosoever shall smite 


him have ¢#y cloke also. 

41 And whosoever shall compel thee 
to go a mile, go with him twain. 

42 Give to him that asketh thee, and 
from him that would borrow of thee 
turn not thou away. 

43 7 Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, Thou shalt love thy neighbour, 
and hate thine enemy. 

44 But I say unto you, Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse you, 
do good to them that hate you, and 
pray for them which despitefully use 
you, and persecute you; 

45 That ye may be the children of 
your Father which is in heaven: for 
he maketh his sun to rise on the evil 
and on the good, and sendeth rain on 
the just and on the unjust. 

46 For if ye love them which love 
you, what reward have ye? do not 
even the publicans the same? 

47 And if ye salute your brethren 
only, what do ye more ¢han others? 
do not even the publicans so? 

48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father which is in heaven is per- 
fect.

13 And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil: For thine is 
the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, forever.

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 


passes, your heavenly Father will also © 


forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses. 

16 J Moreover when ye fast, be not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad counte- 
nance: for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to 
fast.

21 For she said within herself, If J 
may but touch his garment, I shall be 
whoie. 

22 But Jesus tumed him about, and 
when he saw her, he said, Daughter, 
be of good comfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole. And the woman 
was made whole from that hour. 

23 And when Jesus came into the 
ruler’s house, and saw the minstrels 
and the people making a noise, 

24 He said unto them, Give place: 
for the maid is not dead, but sleepeth. 
And they laughed him to scorn. 

25 But when the people were put 
forth, he went in, and took her by 
the hand, and the maid arose. 

26 And the fame hereof went a- 
broad into all that land. 

27 J And when Jesus departed 
thence, two blind men followed him, 
crying, and saying, Zhou Son of 
David, have mercy on us. 

28 And when he was come into the 
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house, the blind men came to him: 
and Jesus saith unto them, Believe ye 
that I am able to do this? They said 
unto him, Yea, Lord. 

29 Then touched he their eyes, say- 
ing, According to your faith be it 
unto you. 

30 And their eyes were opened; and 
Jesus straitly charged them, saying, 
See ‘at no man know 72. 

31 But they, when they were de- 
parted, spread abroad his fame in all 
that country. 

32 WT As they went out, behold, 
they brought to him a dumb man 
possessed with a devil. 

33 And when the devil was cast out, 
the dumb spake: and the multitudes 
marvelled, saying, It was never so 
seen in Israel. 

34 But the Pharisees said, He cast- 
eth out devils through the prince of 
the devils. 

35 And Jesus went about all the 
cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom, and healing every 
sickness and every disease among the 
people. 

3@ ZT But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with compassion 
on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep hav- 
ing no shepherd. 

37 Then saith he unto his disciples, 
The harvest truly zs plenteous, but 
the labourers ave few; 

38 Pray ye therefore the Lord of

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the harvest, ‘ics he will send forth 
labourers into his harvest. 


CHAPTER X.’ 
Anp when he had called unto Aim 
his twelve disciples, he gave them 
power agaist unclean spirits, to cast 
them out, and to heal all manner of 
sickness and all manner of disease. 

z Now the names of the twelve 
apostles are these; The first, Simon, 
who is called Peter, and Andrew his 
brother; James ¢he son of Zebedee, 
and John his brother; 

3 Philip, and Bartholomew; Tho- 
mas, and Matthew the publican; James 
the son of Alpheus, and Lebbezeus, 
whose surname was Thaddzeus; 

4 Simon the Canaanite, and Judas 
Iscariot, who also betrayed him, 

5 These twelve Jesus sent forth, and 
commanded them, saying, Go not in- 
to the way of the Gentiles, and into 
any city of the Samaritans enter ye 
not: 

6 But go rather to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. 

7 And as ye go, preach, saying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

8 Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, ¢ast out devils: freely 
ye have received, freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in your purses, 

10 Nor scrip for your journey, nei- 
ther two coats, neither shoes, nor yet 
staves: for the workman is worthy of 
his meat. 
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_ 11 And into whatsoever city or town! 22 And ye shall be hated of all men 
ye shall enter, enquire who in it is|for my name’s sake: but he that en- 


worthy; and there abide till ye go 
thence. 


~ 12 And when ye come into an house, 
salute it. 


13 And if the house be worthy, let 
“your peace come upon it: but if it be 


not worthy, let your peace return to 
~ you. 


* 14 And whosoever shall not receive 


you, nor hear your words, when ye 


depart out of that house or city, shake 
off the dust of your feet. 
15 Verily I say unto you, It shall be 


_ more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
)and Gomorrha in the day of judg- 


ment, than for that city. 
16 J Behold, I send you forth as 


sheep in the midst of wolves: be ye 
therefore wise as serpents, and harm- 


——- 


less as doves. 

17 But beware of men: for they will 
deliveryou up to the councils, and they 
will scourge you in their synagogues; 

18 And ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, for 
a testimony against them and the 
Gentiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up, 
take no thought how or what ye shall 


speak: for it shall be given you in 


that same hour what ye shall speak. 
20 For it is not ye that speak, but 
the Spirit of your Father which 
speaketh in you. 
21 And the brother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father 
the child: and the children shall rise 
up against ¢Aeir parents, and cause 
them to be put to death. 


1% S enquire in it who is 


12 S* salute it, saying, Peace to this house. 


dureth to the end shall be saved. 

23 But when they persecute you in 
this city, flee ye into another: for 
verily I say unto you, Ve shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel, till 
the Son of man be come. 

24 The disciple is not above és 
master, nor the servant above his lord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple that 
he be as his master, and the servant 
as his lord. If they have called the 
master of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more shall they call them of his 
household ? 

26 Fear them not therefore: for there 
is nothing covered, that shall not be 
revealed; and hid, that shall not be 
known. 

27 What I tell you in darkness, ¢haz 
speak ye in light: and what ye hear 
in the ear, ‘hat preach ye upon the 
housetops. 

28 And fear not them which kill the 
body, but are not able to kill the soul: 
but rather fear him which is able to 
destroy both soul and body in hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold for a 
farthing? and one of them shall not 
fall on the ground without your Fa- 
ther. 

30 But the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye are of 
more value than many spairows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I con- 
fess also before my Father which is in 
heaven. ; 

33 But whosoever shall deny me be- 
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fore men, him will I also deny before 
my Father which is in heaven. 

34. Think not that Iam come to send 
peace on earth: I came not to send 
peace, but a sword. 

35 For Iam come to set a man at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter in Jaw against her mother in 
law. 

36 And a man’s foes shall be they 
of his own household. 

37 He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me: 
and he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me. 

38 And he that taketh not his cross, 
and followeth after me, is not worthy 
of me. 

39 He that findeth his life shall lose 
it: and he that loseth his life for my 
sake shall find it. 

40 J He that receiveth you receiveth 
me, and he that receiveth me receiveth 
him that sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet in 
the name of a prophet shall receive 
a prophet’s reward; and he that re- 
ceiveth a righteous man in the name 
of a rightecus man shall receive a 
righteous man’s reward. 

42 And whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones a 
cup of cold water only in the name of 
a disciple, verily I say unto you, he 
shall in no wise lose his reward. 


CHAPTER Xi. 
Anp it came to pass, when Jesus 
had made an end of commanding his 
twelve disciples, he departed thence 


‘ a a ee eT 
to teach and to preach in their 
cities. ep 
‘2 Now when John had heard in the 
prison the works of Christ, he sent 
two of his disciples, 

3 And said unto him, Art theu he 
that should come, or do we look for 
another? 

4 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Go and shew John again those 
things which ye do hear and see: 

5 The blind receive their sight, and 
the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, 
and the deaf hear, the dead are raised 
up, and the poor have the gospel 
preached to them. 

6 And blessed is e, whosoever shall 
not be offended in me. 

7 J And as they departed, Jesus 
began to say unto the multitudes con- 
cerning John, What went ye out into 
the wilderness to see? A reed shaken 
with the wind? 

8 But what went ye out for to see? 
A man clothed in soft raiment? be- 
hold, they that wear soft clothing are 
in kings’ houses. 

9 But what went ye out for to see? 
A prophet? yea, I say unto you, and 
more than a prophet. 

10 For this is 4e, of whom it is 
written, Behold, I send my messenger 
before thy face, which shall prepare 
thy way before thee. 

11 Verily I say unto you, Among 
them that are born of women there 
hath not risen a greater than John the 
Baptist: notwithstanding he that is 
least in the kingdom of heaven is 
greater than he. 

12 And from the days of John the 
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_ heaven suffereth violence, and the 
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violent take it by force. 

13 For all the prophets and the law 
prophesied until John. 

14 And if ye will receive i#, this is 
Elias, which was for to come. 

15 He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

16 J But whereunto shall I liken 
this generation? It is like unto chil- 
dren sitting in the markets, and call- 
ing unto their fellows, 

17 And saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced; we 
have mourned unto you, and ye have 
not lamented. 

18 For John came neither eating 
nor drinking, and they say, He hath 
a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eating and 
drinking, and they say, Behold a man 
gluttonous, and a winebibber, a friend 
of publicans and sinners. But wisdom 
is justified of her children, 

20 J Then began he to upbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty 
works were done, because they re- 
pented not: 

21 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe 
unto thee, Bethsaida! for if the mighty 
works, which were done in you, had 
been done in Tyre and Sidon, they 
would have repented long ago in sack- 
cloth and ashes. 

22 But I say unto you, ft shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 

- the day of judgment, than for you. 

23 And thou, Capernaum, which art 

exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought 


15 V om. to hear 
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down to hell: for if the mighty works, 
which have been done in thee, had 
been done in Sodom, it would have 
remained until this day, 

24 But I say unto you, That it shall 
be more tolerable for the land of So- 
dom in the day of judgment, than for 
thee. 

25 7 At that time Jesus answered

and said, I thank thee, O Father, 


Lord of heaven and earth, because 
thou hast hid these things from the 
wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes. 

26 Even so, Father: for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered unto me 
of my Father: and no man knoweth 
the Son, but the Father; neither 
knoweth any man the Father, save 
the Son, and fe to whomsoever the 
Son will reveal Aim. 

28 J Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heayy laden, and I 
will give you rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me; for I am meek and lowly 
in heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. 

30 For my yoke 7s easy, and my 


burden is light. 
CHAPTER XII. 

Ar that time Jesus went on the 
sabbath day through the corn; and 
his disciples were an hungred, and 
began to pluck the ears of corn, and 
to eat, 

2 But when the Pharisees saw 7, 
they said unto him, Behold, thy dis-

3 But he said unto them, Have ye 
not read what David did, when he 
was an hungred, and they that were 
with him;

14 J Then the Pharisees went out, 
and heid a council against him, how 
they might destroy him. 

15 But when Jesus knew 7, he 


4 How he entered into the house of| withdrew himself from thence: and 


God, and did eat the shewbread, 
which was not lawful for him to eat, 
neither for them which were with 
him, but only for the priests? 

5 Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the sabbath days the 
priests in the temple profane the sab- 
bath, and are blameless? 

6 But I say unto you, That in this 
place is ove greater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what ¢hzs 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have con- 
demned the guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord even 
of the sabbath day. 

9 And when he was departed thence, 
he went into their synagogue: 

10 J And, behold, there was a man 
which had #zs hand withered. And 
they asked him, saying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the sabbath days? that they 
might accuse him. 

11 And he said unto them, What 
man shall there be among you, that 
shall have one sheep, and if it fall 
into a pit on the sabbath day, will he 
not lay hold on it, and lift zt out? 

12 How much then is a man better 
than a sheep? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on the sabbath days. 

13 Then saith he to the man, Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he stretched 


great multitudes followed him, and 
he healed them all; 

16 And charged them that they 
should. not make him known: 

17 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, 

18 Behold my servant, whom I have 
chosen; my beloved, in whom my soul 
is well pleased: I will put my spirit 
upon him, and he shall shew judg- 
ment to the Gentiles, 

19 He shall not strive, nor cry; 
neither shall any man hear his voice 
in the streets, 

20 A bruised reed shall he not break, 
and smoking flax shall he not quench, 
till he send forth judgment unto vic- 
tory. 

21 And in his name shall the Gen- 
tiles trust. 

22 I Then was brought unto him 
one possessed with a devil, blind, and 
dumb: and he healed him, inscmuch 
that the blind and dumb both spake 
and saw. 

23 And all the people were amazed, 
and said, Is not this theSon of David? 

24 But when the Pharisees heard 77, 
they said, This 7e//ow doth not cast 
out devils, but by Beelzebub the 
prince of the devils. 

25 And Jesus knew their thoughts, 
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sure of the heart bringeth forth good 
things: and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure bringeth forth evil things. 

36 But I say unto you, That every 
idle word that men shall speak, they 
shall give account thereof in the day 
of judgment. 

37 For by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt 
be condemned. 

38 T Then certain of the scribes and 
of the Pharisees answered, saying, 
Master, we would see a sign from 
thee. 

39 But he answered and said unto 
them, An evil and adulterous genera- 
tion seeketh after a sign; and there 
shall no sign be given to it, but the 
sign of the prophet Jonas: 

40 For as Jonas was three days and 
three nights in the whale’s belly; so 
shall the Son of man be three days 
and three nights in the heart of the 
earth. 

41 The men of Nineveh shall rise in 
judgment with this generation, and 
shall condemn it, because they re- 
pented at the preaching of Jonas; and, 
behold, a greater than Jonas ds here. 

42 The queen of the south shall rise 
up in the judgment with this genera- 
tion, and shall condemn it: for she 
came from the uttermost parts of the 
earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon; 
and, behold, a greater than Solomon 
zs here. 

43 When the unclean spirit is gone 
out of aman, he walketh through dry 
places, seeking rest, and findeth none. 

44 Then he saith, I will return into 
my house from whence I came out; 


and said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to 
desolation; and every city or house 
divided against itself shall not stand: 

26 And if Satan cast out Satan, he 
is divided against himself; how shall 
then his kingdom stand? 

27 And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children cast 
them out? therefore they shall be your 
judges. 

28 But if I cast out devils by the 
Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come unto you. 

29 Or else how can one enter into 
a strong man’s house, and spoil his 
goods, except he first bind the strong 
man? and then he will spoil his house. 

30 He that is not with me is against 
me; and he that gathereth not with 
me scattereth abroad. 

31 WT Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men: but the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be 
forgiven unto men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgiven him: but whosoever speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost, it shall not 
be forgiven him, neither in this world, 
neither in the wor/d to come, 

33 Hither make the tree good, and 
his fruit good; or else make the tree 
corrupt, and his fruit corrupt: for the 
tree is known by zs fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers, how can 
ye, being evil, speak good things? for 
out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the good trea- 
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and when he is come, he findeth z 
empty, swept, and garnished. 

45 Then goeth he, and taketh with 
himself seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself, and they enter 
in and dwell there: and the last state 
of that man is worse than the first. 
Eyen so shall it be also unto this 
wicked generation. 

46 J While he yet talked to the 
people, behold, zs mother and his 
brethren stood without, desiring to 
speak with him. 

47 Then one said unto him, Behold, 
thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiring to speak with thee. 

48 But he answered and said unto 
him that told him, Who is my mo- 
ther? and who are my brethren? 

49 And he stretched forth his hand 
toward his disciples, and said, Behold 
my mother and my brethren! 

50 For whosoever shall do the will 
of my Father which is in heaven. the 
same is my brother, and sister, and 
mother. 


CHAPTER XIII. 
Tur same day went Jesus out of 
the house, and sat by the sea side. 

2 And great multitudes were ga- 
thered together unto him, so that he 
went into a ship, and sat; and the 
whole multitude stood on the shore. 

3 And he spake many things unto 
them in parables, saying, Behold, a 
sower went forth to sow; 
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4 And when he sowed, some seeds 
fell by the way side, and the fowls 
came and devoured them up: 


5 Some fell upon stony plac 
they had not much earth: 
with they sprung up, because they 
had no deepness of earth: = 

6 And when the sun was up, they 
were scorched; and because they had 
no root, they withered away. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and 
the thorns sprung up, and choked 
them: 

8 But other fell into good ground, 
and brought forth fruit, some an hun- 
dredfold, some sixtyfold, some thirty- 
fold. 

9 Who hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. ; 

ro And the disciples came, and said 
unto him, Why speakest thou unto 
them in parables? 

11 He answered and said unto them, 
Because it is given unto you to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of hea- 
ven, but to them it is not given. 

12 For whosoever hath, to him shall 
be given, and he shall haye more 
abundance: but whosoever hath not, 
from him shall be taken away even 
that he hath, 

13 Therefore speak I to them in 
parables: because they seeing see not; 
and hearing they hear not, neither do 
they understand. 

14 And in thenvis fulfilled the pro- 
phecy of Esaias, which saith, By 
hearing ye shall hear, and shall not 
understand; and seeing ye shall see, 
and shall not perceive: 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and zheir ears are dull of hear- 
ing, and their eyes they have closed; 


44 S* om. when he is come; S and swept 46 S* om, desiring to speak with him 
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~ lest at any time they should ‘see with 
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their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and should understand with ¢heir 
heart, and should be converted, and 
I should heal them. 

16 But blessed ave your eyes, for 

they see: and your ears, for they hear. 
17 For verily I say unto you, That 
many prophets and righteous sen 
have desired to see chose things which 
ye see, and have not seen chem; and 
to hear ¢hose things which ye hear, 
and have not heard ¢henz. 
' 18 J Hear ye therefore the parable 
of the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth 7¢ 
not, then cometh the wicked ove, and 
catcheth away that which was sown 
in his heart. This is he which re- 
ceived seed by the way side. 

20 But he that received the seed into 
stony places, the same is he that 
heareth the word, and anon with joy 
receiveth it; 

.2i Yet hath he not root in himself, 
but dureth for a while: for when tribu- 
lation or persecution ariseth because 
of the word, by and by he is offended. 

22 He also that received seed among 
‘the thorns is he that heareth the word; 
and the care of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, choke the 
word, and he becometh unfruitful. 

23 But he that received seed into 
the good ground is he that heareth the 
word, and understandeth 7¢; which 
2lso beareth fruit, and bringeth forth, 
some an hundredfold, some sixty, 
some thirty. 

24 7 Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
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heayen is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field: 

25 But while men slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung 
up, and brought forth fruit, then ap- 
peared the tares also. 

27 So the servants of the house- 
holder came and said unto him, Sir, 
didst not thou sow good seed in thy 
field? from whence then hath it tares? 

28 He said unto them, ‘An enemy 
hath done this. The servants said 
unto him, Wilt thou then that we go 
and gather them up? 

29 But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
the wheat with them. 

30 Let both grow together until the 
harvest: and in the time of harvest 
I will say to the reapers, Gather ye 
together first the tares, and bind them 
in bundles to burn them: but gather 
the wheat into my barn. 

31 I Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took, and sowed 
in his field: 

32 Which indeed is the least of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and becometh a 
tree, sc that the birds of the air come 
and lodge in the branches thereof. 

33 J Another parable spake he unto 
them; The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto leaven, which a woman took, 
and hid in three measures of meal, 
till the whole was leavened. 

34 All these things spake Jesus unto 
the multitude in parables; and with- 
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out a parable spake he not unto 


them: 

35 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, saying, 
I wili open my mouth in parables; I 
will utter things which have been 
kept secret from the foundation of the 
world. 

36 Then Jesus sent the multitude 
away, and went into the house: and 
his disciples came unto him, saying, 
Declare unto us the parable of the 
tares of the field. 

37 He answered and said unto them, 
He that soweth the good seed is the 
Son of man; 

38 The field is the world; the good 
seed axe the children of the kingdom; 
but the tares are the children of the 
wicked one; 

39 The enemy that sowed them is 
the devil; the harvest is the end of 
the world; and the reapers are the 
angels. 

4o As therefore the tares are ga- 
thered and bumed in the fire; so shall 
it be in the end of this world. 

41 The Son of man shall send forth 
his angels, and they shall gather out 
of his kingdom all things that offend, 
and them which do iniquity; 

42 And shall cast them into a fur- 
nace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, 
Jet him hear. 

44 Again, the kingdom of heaven

47 7 Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net, that was cast into 
the sea, and gathered of every kind:

49 So shall it be at the end of the 
world: the angels shall come forth, 
and sever the wicked from among the 
just, 

50 And shall cast them into the 
furnace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

51 Jesus saith unto them, Have ye 
understood all these things? They 
say unto him, Yea, Lord. 

52 Then said he unto them, There- 
fore every scribe which is instructed 
unto the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man ¢hat is an householder, 
which bringeth forth out of his trea- 
sure things new and old. 

53 7 And it came to pass, that 
when Jesus had finished these para- 
bles, he departed thence. 

54 And when he was come into his 
own country, he taught them in their_

astonished, and said, Whence hath 
this man, this wisdom, and ¢hese 
mighty works? 

55 Is not this the carpenter’s son?

Simon, and Judas? 

56 And his sisters, are they not all 
with us? Whence then hath this san 
all these things? 

57 And they were offended in him. 
But Jesus said unto them, A prophet 
is not without honour, save in his 
own country, and in his own house.

5 And when he would have put him 
to death, he feared the multitude, be- 
cause they counted him as a prophet. 

6 But when Herod’s birthday was 
kept, the daughter of Herodias danced 
before them, and pleased Herod. 

7 Whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatsoever she would 
ask, 


of her mother, said, Give me here 
John Baptist’s head in a charger. . 

g And the king was sorry: never- 
theless for the oath’s sake, and ther 
which sat with him at meat, he com- 
manded 7¢ to be given her. 

1o And he sent, and beheaded John 
in the prison. 

Ir And his head was brought in a 
charger, and given to the damsel: and 
she brought # to her mother. 

12 And his disciples came, and took 
up the body, and buried it, and went 
and told Jesus. 

13 J When Jesus heard of i, he 
departed thence by ship into a desert 
place apart: and when the people had 
heard thereof, they followed him on 
foot out of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
compassion toward them, and he 
healed their sick, 

15 9 And when it was evening, his 
disciples came to him, saying, This is 
a desert place, and the time is now 
past; send the multitude away, that 
they may go into the villages, and 
buy themselves victuals. 

16 But Jesus said unto them, They 
need not depart; give ye them to eat. 

17 And they say unto him, We have 
here but five loaves, and two fishes. 

18 He said, Bring them hither to 
me. 

19 And he commanded the multi- 
tude to sit down on the grass, and 
took the five loaves, and the two 
fishes, and looking up to heaven, he 
blessed, and brake, and gave the 
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loaves to Ais disciples, and the dis- 
ciples to the multitude. 

20 And they did all eat, and were 
filed: and they took up of the frag- 
ments that remained twelve baskets 
full. 

21 And they that had eaten were 
about five thousand men, beside wo- 
men and children. 

22 9 And straightway Jesus con- 
strained his disciples to get into a 
ship, and to go before him unto the 
other side, while he sent the multi- 
tudes away. 

23 And when he had sent the multi- 
tudes away, he went up into a moun- 
tain apart to pray: and when the even- 
ing was come, he was there alone.

18 But those things which proceed 
out of the mouth come forth from the 
heart; and they defile the man. 

19 For out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, forni- 
cations, thefts, false witness, blasphe- 
mies: 

20 These are the things which defile 
a man: but to eat with unwashen 
hands defileth not a man. 

21 YJ Then Jesus went thence, and 
departed into the coasts of Tyre and 
Sidon. 

22 And, behold, a woman of Canaan 
came out of the same coasts, and cried 
unto him, saying, Have mercy on 
me, O Lord, thou son of David; my 
daughter is grievously vexed with a 
devil. 

23 But he answered her not a word.

29 And Jesus departed from thence, 
and came nigh unto the sea of Gali- 
lee; and went up into a mountain, and 
sat down there.

And the eyes of all them that 
were in the synagogue were fastened 
on him. 

21 And he began to say unto them, 
This day is this scripture fulfilled in 
your ears. 

22 And all bare him witness, and 
wondered at the gracious words which 
proceeded out of his mouth. And 
they said, Is not this Joseph’s son? 

23 And he said unto them, Ye will 
surely say unto me this proverb, Phy- 
sician, heal thyself: whatsoever we 
have heard done in Capernaum, do 
also here in thy country. 

24 And he said, Verily I say unto 
you, No prophet is accepted in his 
own country. 

25 But I tell you of a truth, many. 
widows were in Israel in the days of 
Elias, when the heaven was shut up 
three years and six months, when 
great famine was throughout all the 
land; 

26 But unto none of them was Elias 
sent, save unto Sarepta, acity of Sidon, 
unto a woman ¢hat was a widow. 
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27 And many lepers were in Israel 
in the time of Eliseus the prophet; 
and none of them was cleansed, say- 
ing Naaman the Syrian. 

28 And all they in the synagogue, 
when they heard these things, were 
filled with wrath, 

29 And rose up, and thrust him out 
of the city, and led him unto the 
brow of the hill whereon their city 
was built, that they might cast him 
down headlong. 

30 But he passing through the midst 
of them went his way, 

31 And came down to Capernaum, 
a city cf Galilee, and taught them on 
the sabbath days. 

32 And they were astonished at 
his doctrine: for his word was with 
power. 

33 WT And in the synagogue there 
was a man, which had a spirit of an 
unclean devil, and cried out with a 
loud. voice, 

34 Saying, Let zs alone; what have 
we to do with thee, 440 Jesus of Na- 
zareth? art thou come to destroy us? 
T know thee who thou art; the Holy 
One of God. 

35 And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 
And when the devil had thrown him 
in the midst, he came out of him, and} 
hurt him not. 
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into every place of the country round 
about. 

38 J And he arose out of the syna- 
gogue, and entered into Simon’s 
house. And Simon’s wife’s mother 
was taken with a great fever; and 
they besought him for her. 

39 And he stood over her, and re- 
buked the fever; and it left her: and 
immediately she arose and ministered 
unto them. 

40 J Now when the sun was setting, 
all they that had any sick with divers 
diseases brought them unto him; and 
he laid his hands on every. one of 
them, and healed them. 

41 And devils also came out of 
many, crying out, and saying, Thou 
art Chriet the Son of God. And he 
rebuking ¢hem suffered them not to 
speak: for they knew that he was 
Christ. 

42 And when it was day, he de- 
parted and went into a desert place: 
and the people sought him, and came 
unto him, and stayed him, that he 
should not depart from them. 

43 And he said unto them, I must 
preach the kingdom of God to other 
cities also: for therefore am I sent. 

44 And he preached in the syna- 
gogues of Galilee.

37 And the fame of him went out|the lake: but the fishermen were gone 
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out of them, and were washing ‘heir 
nets. 

3 And he entered into one of the 
ships, which was Simon’s, and prayed 
him that he would thrust out a little 
from the land. And he sat down, and 
taught the people out of the ship. 

4 Now when he had left speaking, 
he said unto Simon, Launch out into 
the deep, and let down your nets for 

ja draught. 

5 And Simon answering said unto 
him, Master, we have toiled all the 


_ night, and have taken nothing: never- 


theless at thy word I will let down the 
net. 

' 6 And when they had this done, 
they inclosed 2 great multitude of 
fishes: and their net brake. 

7 And they beckoned unto ¢heir 
partners, which were in the other 

ship, that they should come and help 
them. And they came, and filled both 
the ships, so that they began to sink. 

8 When Simon Peter saw 7Z, he fell 
down at Jesus’ knees, saying, Depart 
from me; for Iam a sinful man, O 
Lord. 

9 For he was astonished, and all 
that were with him, at the draught of 
the fishes which they had taken: 

1o And so was also James, and 
John, the sons of Zebedee, which 
were partners with Simon, And Je- 
sus said unto Simon, Fear not; from 
henceforth thou shalt catch men. 

11 And when they had brought 
their ships to land, they forsook all, 
and followed him. 
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12 J] And it came to pass, when he 
was in a certain city, behold a man 
full of leprosy: who seeing Jesus fell 
on fs face, and besought him, say- 
ing, Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst 
make me clean. 

13 And he put forth és hand, and 
touched him, saying, I will: be thou 
clean. And immediately the leprosy 
departed from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no 
man: but go, and shew thyself to the 
priest, and offer for thy cleansing, 
according as Moses commanded, for 
a testimony unto them. 

15 But so much the more went there 
a fame abroad of him: and great mul- 
titudes came together to hear, and to 
be healed by him of their infirmities. 

16 J And he withdrew himself into 
the wilderness, and prayed. 

17 And it came to pass on a certain 
day, as he was teaching, that there 
were Pharisees and doctors of the law 
sitting by, which were come out of 
every town of Galilee, and Judza, and 
Jerusalem: and the power of the Lord 
was present to heal them. 

18 J And, behold, men brought in 
a bed a man which was taken with a 
palsy: and they sought szeans to bring 
him in, and to lay Azm before him. 

19 And when they could not find- 
by what way they might bring him in 
because of the multitude, they went 
upon the housetop, and let him down 
through the tiling with zs couch into 
the midst before Jesus. 

20 And when he saw their faith, he 
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said unto him, Man, thy sins are for- 
given thee. 

21 And the scribes and the Pharisees 
began to reason, saying, Who is this 
which speaketh blasphemies? Who 
can forgive sins, but God alone? 

22 But when Jesus perceived their 
thoughts, he answering said unto 
them, What reason ye in your hearts? 

23 Whether is easier, to say, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee; or to say, Rise 
up and walk? 

24 But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power upon earth 
to forgive sins, (he said unto the sick 
of the palsy,) I say unto thee, Arise, 
and take up thy couch, and go into 
thine house. 

25 And immediately he rose up be- 
fore them, and took up that whereon 
he lay, and departed to his own house, 
glorifying God. 

26 And they were all amazed, and 
they glorified God, and were filled 

‘with fear, saying, We have seen 
strange things to day. 

27 9 And after these things he went 
forth, and saw a publican, named 
Levi, sitting at the receipt of custom: 
and he said unto him, Follow me. 

28 And he left all, rose up, and 
followed him. 

29 And Levi made him a great feast 
in his own house: and there was a 
great company of publicans and of 
others that sat down with them. 

30 But their scribes and Pharisees 

20 SV om. unto him; S om. thee 755 
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murmured against his disciples, say- 
ing, Why do ye eat and drink with 
publicans and sinners? 

31 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, They that are whole need not 
a physician; but they that are sick. 

32 I came not to call the righteous, 
but sinners to repentance. 

33 7 And they said unto him, Why 
do the disciples of John fast often, 
and make prayers, and likewise the 
disciples of the Pharisees; but thine 
eat and drink? 

34. And he said unto them, Can ye 
make the children of the bridecham- 
ber fast, while the bridegroom is with 
them? 

35 But the days will come, when 
the bridegroom shall be taken away 
from them, and then shall they fast 
in those days. 

36 J And he spake also a parable 
unto them; No man putteth a piece 
of a new garment upon an old; if 
otherwise, then both the new maketh 
arent, and the piece that was Zaken 
out of the new agreeth not with the 
old. 

37 And no man putteth new wine 
into old bottles; else the new wine 
will burst the bottles, and be spilled, 
and the bottles shall perish. 

38 But new wine must be put into 
new bottles; and both are preserved. 

39 No man also having drunk old 
wine straightway desireth new: for he 
saith, The old is better. 
before him 26 A and were filled with fear, 
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CHAPTER VI. 
Anp it came to pass on the second 
sabbath after the first, that he went 
through the corn fields; and his dis- 
ciples plucked the ears of corn, and 
did eat, rubbing ¢4em in their hands. 

z And certain of the Pharisees said 
unto them, Why do ye that which is 
not lawful to do on the sabbath days? 

3 And Jesus answering them said, 
Have ye not read so much as this, 
what David did, when himself was 
an hungred, and they which were 
with him; 

4 How he went into the house of 
God, and did take and eat the shew- 
bread, and gave also to them that 
were with him; which it is not lawful 
to eat but for the priests alone? 

5 And he said untothem, That the 
Son of man is Lord also of the sab- 
bath. 

6 And it came to pass also on an- 
other sabbath, that he entered into 
the synagogue and taught: and there 
was a man whose right hand was 
withered. 

7 And the scribes and Pharisees 
watched him, whether he would heal 
on the sabbath day; that they might 
find an accusation against him. 

8 But he knew their thoughts, and 
said to the man which had the wither- 
ed hand, Rise up, and stand forth in 
the midst. And he arose and stood 
forth. 
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9 Then said Jesus unto them, I will 
ask you one thing; Is it lawful on the 
sabbath days to do good, or to do 
evil? to save life, or to destroy it? 

Io And looking round about upon 
them all, he said unto the man, 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he did 
so: and his hand was restored whole 
as the other. 

11 And they were filled with mad- 
ness; and communed one with another 
what they might do to Jesus. 

12 And it came to pass in those 
days, that he went out into a moun- 
tain to pray, and continued all night 
in prayer to God. 

13 J’ And when it was day, he called 
unto him his disciples: and of them 
he chose twelve, whom also he named 
apostles; 

14 Simon, (whom he also named 
Peter, ) and Andrew his brother, James 
and John, Philip and Bartholomew, 

15 Matthew and Thomas, James 
the sov of Alphzeus, and Simon called 
Zelotes, 

16 And Judas the brother of James, 
and Judas Iscariot, which also was 
the traitor. 

17 §[ And he came down with them, 
and stood in the plain, and the com- 
pany of his disciples, and a great. 
multitude of people out of all Judea 
and Jerusalem, and from the sea coast 
of Tyre and Sidon, which came to 
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hear him, and to be healed of their 
diseases; 

18 And they that were vexed with 
unclean spirits: and they were healed. 

19 And the whole multitude sought 
to touch him: for there went virtue 
out of him, and healed ¢/em all. 

20 J And he lifted up his eyes on 
his disciples, and said, Blessed de ye 
poor: for your’s is the kingdom of 
God, 

21 Blessed are ye that hunger now: 
for ye shall be filled. Blessed ave yz 
that weep now: for ye shall laugh. 

22 Blessed are ye, when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall se- 
parate you from their company, and 
shall reproach you, and cast out your 
name as evil, for the Son of man’s 
sake, 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap 
for joy: for, behold, your reward zs 
great in heaven: for in the like 
manner did their fathers unto the 
prophets. 

24 But woe unto you that are rich! 
for ye have received your consolation. 

25 Woe unto you that are full! for 
ye shall hunger. Woe unto you that 
laugh now! for ye shall mourn and 
weep. 

26 Woe unto you, when all men 
shall speak well of you! for so did 
their fathers to the false prophets. 

27 J But I say unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, do good to them 
which hate you, 
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28 Bless them that curse you, and 
pray for them which despitefully use 
you. 

29 And unto him that smiteth thee 
on the ove cheek offer also the other; 
and him that taketh away thy cloke 
forbid not Zo take thy coat also. 

30 Give to every man that asketh 
of thee; and of him that taketh away 
thy goods ask them not again. 

31 And as ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them like- 
wise. 

32 For if ye love them which love 
you, what thank have ye? for sinners 
also love those that love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them which 
do good to you, what thank have ye? 
for sinners also do even the same. 

34. And if ye lend Zo chem of whom 
ye hope to receive, what thank have 
ye? for sinners also lend to sinners, 
to receive as much again. 

35 But love ye your enemies, and 
do good, and lend, hoping for nothing 
again; and your reward shail be great, 
and ye shall be the children of the 
Highest: for he is kind unto the un- 
thankful and ¢o the evil. 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, as your 
Father also is merciful. 

37 Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye shall 
not be condemned: forgive, and ye 
shall be forgiven: : 
38 Give, and it shall be given unto 
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you; good measure, pressed down, 
and shaken together, and running 
over, shall men give into your bosom. 
For with the same measure that ye 
mete withal it shail be measured to 
you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto 
them, Can the blind lead the blind? 
shall they not both fall into the 
ditch? 

40 The disciple is not above his 
master: but every one that is perfect 
shall be as his master. 

41 And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother’s eye, but 
perceivest not the beam that is in 
thine own eye? . 

42 Either how canst thou say to thy 
brother, Brother, let me pull out the 
mote that is in thine eye, when thou 
thyself beholdest not the beam that 


is in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, 


cast out first the beam out of thine 
own eye, and then shalt thou see 
clearly to pull out the mote that is in 
thy brother’s eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth not 
forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. 
44 For every tree is known by his 
own fruit. For of thorns men do not 
gather figs, nor of a bramble bush 
gather they grapes. 

45 A good man out of the good 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth 
that which is good; and an evil man 
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bringeth forth that which is evil: for 
of the abundance of the heart his 
mouth speaketh. 

46 J] And why call ye me, Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things which I 
say? 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, and 
heareth my sayings, and doeth them, 
I will shew you to whom he is like: 

48 He is like a man which built an 
house, and digged deep, and laid the 
foundation on a rock: and when the 
flood arose, the stream beat vehe- 
mently upon that house, and could 
not shake it: for it was founded upon 
a rock, 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth 
not, is like a man that without a 
foundation built an house upon the 
earth; against which the stream did 
beat vehemently, and immediately it 
fell; and the ruin of that house was 
great. 


CHAPTER VII. 
N OW when he had ended all his 
sayings in the audience of the people, 
he entered into Capermnaum. 

2 And acertain centurion’s servant, 
who was dear unto him, was sick, and 
ready to die. 

3 And when he heard of Jesus, he 
sent unto him the elders of the Jews,. 
beseeching him that he would come 
and heal his servant. 

4 And when they came to Jesus, 


out of the evil treasure of his heart|they besought him instantly, saying, 
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That he was worthy for whom he 
should do this: 

5 For he lovagh our nation, and he 
hath built us a synagogue, 

6 Then Jesus went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the 
house, the centurion sent friends to 
him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble 
not thyself: for I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest enter under my roof: 

47 Wherefore neither thought I my- 
self worthy to come unto thee: but 
say in a word, and my servant shall 
be healed. 

8 For I also am a man set under 
authority, having under me soldiers, 
and I say unto one, Go, and he goeth; 
and to another, Come, and lie cometh; 
and to my servant, Do this, and he 
doeth 7. 

g When Jesus heard these things, 
he marvelled at him, and turned him 
about, and said unto the people that 
followed him, I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not in 
Israel. 

10 And they that were sent, return- 
ing to the house, found the servant 
whole that had been sick. 

11 J And it came to pass the day 
after, that he went into a city called 
Nain; and many of his disciples went 
with him, and much people. 

12 Now when he came nigh to the 
gate of the city, behold, there was a 
dead man carried out, the only son of 
his mother, and she was a widow: 
and much people of the city was with 
her, 
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13 And when the Lord saw her, he 
had compassion on her, and said unto 
her, Weep not. 

14 And he came and touched the 
bier: and they that bare Aim stood 
still, And he said, Young man, IL 
say unto thee, Arise. 

15 And he that was dead sat up, 
aud began to speak. And he de- 
livered him to his mother. 

16 And there came a fear on all: 
and they glorified God, saying, That 
a great prophet is risen up among 
us; and, That God hath visited his 
people. 

17 And this rumour of him went forth 
throughout all Judaa, and throughout 
all the region round about, 

18 And the disciples of John shewed 
him of all these things. 

19 J And John calling unto him 
two of his disciples sent them to Je- 
sus, saying, Art thou he that should 
come? or look we for another? 

20 When the men were come unto 
him, they said, John Baptist hath sent 
us unto thee, saying, Art thou he that 
should come? or look we for another? 

21 And in that same hour he cured 
many of their infirmities and plagues, 
and of evil spirits; and unto many 
that were blind he gave sight. 

22 Then Jesus answering said unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John 
what things ye have seea and. heard; 
how that the blind gee, the lame 
walk, the lepers are cleansed, the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised, to the 
poor the gospel is preached. 
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23 And blessed is he, whosoever 
shall not be offended in me. 


piped unto you, and ye have not 
danced; we have mourned to you, 


24 J And when the messengers of}and ye have not wept. 


John were departed, he began to 
speak unto the people concerning 
John, What went ye out into the 
wilderness for to see? A reed shaken 
with the wind? 

25 But what went ye out for to see? 
A man clothed in soft raiment? Be- 
jhold, they which are gorgeously ap- 
parelled, and live delicately, are in 
kings’ courts. 

26 But what went ye out for to see? 

A prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and 
much more than a prophet. 
' 27 This is he, of whom it is written, 
Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face, which shall prepare thy way 
before thee. 

28 For [ say unto you, Among those 
that are born of women there is not 
a greater prophet than John the Bap- 

)tist: but he that is least in the king- 
dom of God is greater than he. 

29 And all the people that heard 
him, end the publicans, justified God, 


being baptized with the baptism of 


John. 
30 But the Pharisees and lawyers 
rejected the counsel of God against 


themselves, being not baptized of 


him. 

31 J And the Lord said, Whereunto 
then shall I liken the men of this ge- 
neration? and to what are they like? 

32 They are like unto children sit- 
ting in the marketplace, and calling 
one to another, and saying, We have 


33 For John the Baptist came nei- 
ther eating bread nor drinking wine; 
and ye say, He hath a devil. 

34 The Son of man is come eating 
and drinking; and ye say, Behold a 
gluttonous man, and a winebibber, a 
friend of publicans and sinners! 

35 But wisdom is justified of all her 
children. 

36 S| And one of the Pharisees de- 
sired him that he would eat with 
him. And he went into the Pharisee’s 
house, and sat down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the 
city, which was a sinner, when she 
knew that Fesus sat at meat in the 
Pharisee’s house, brought an alabas- 
ter box of ointment, 

38 And stood at his feet behind Azm 
weeping, and began to wash his feet 
with tears, and did wipe them with 
the hairs of her head, and kissed his 
feet, and anointed /Aem with the oint- 
ment. 

39 Now when the Pharisee which 
had bidden him saw ##, he spake 
within himself, saying, This man, if 
he were a prophet, would have known 
who and what manner of woman ¢Ais 
zs that toucheth him: for she is a 
sinner. 

40 And Jesus answering said unto 
him, Simon, I have somewhat to say 
unto thee. And he saith, Master, say 
on. 

41 There was a certain creditor 
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which had two debtors: the one owed 
five hundred pence, and the other 
fifty. 

42 And when they had nothing to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both. 
Tell me therefore, which of them will 
love him most? 

43 Simon answered and said, I sup- 
pose that 4e, to whom he forgave 
most. And he said unto him, Thou 
hast rightly judged. 

44 And he turned to the woman, 
and said unto Simon, Seest thou this 
woman? I entered into thine house, 
thou gavest me no water for my feet: 
but she hath washed my feet with 
tears, and wiped ¢hem with the hairs 
of her head, 

45 Thou gayest me no kiss: but this 
woman since the time I came in hath 
not ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 My head with oil thou didst not 
anoint: but this woman hath anointed 
my feet with ointment. 

47 Wherefore I say unto thee, Her 
sins, which are many, are forgiven; 
for she loved much: but to whom 
little is forgiven, ¢he same loveth little. 

48 And he said unto her, Thy sins 
are forgiven. 

49 And they that sat at meat with 
him began to say within themselves, 
Who is this that forgiveth sins also? 

50 And he said to the woman, Thy 
faith hath saved thee; go in peace. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Awnp it came to pass afterward, 
that he went throughout every city 
and village, preaching and shewing 


the glad tidings of the kingdom of 
God: and the twelve weve with him, 

2 And certain women, which had 
been healed of evil spirits and infir- 
mities, Mary called Magdalene, out

7 And some fell among thorns; and 
the thorns sprang up with it, and 
choked it. 

8 And other fell on good ground, 
and sprang up, and bare fruit an 
hundredfold. And when he had said 
these things, he cried, He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. 

g And his disciples asked him, say- 
ing, What might this parable be? 

10 And he said, Unto you it is given 
to know the mysteries of the kingdom 
of God: but to others in parables; that 
secing they might not see, and hear- 
ing they might not understand. e 

11 Now the parable is this: The 
seed is the word of God. 

12 Those by the way side are they 
that hear; then cometh the devil, and

_ 15 But that on the good ground are 
they, which in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the word, keep 
7, and bring forth fruit with patience. 

16 J No man, when he hath lighted 
acandle, covereth it with a vessel, or 
putteth z¢ under a bed; but setteth 7¢ 
on a candlestick, that they which 
enter in may see the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, that shall 


-jnot be made manifest; neither any 


thing hid, that shall not be known 
and come abroad. 

18 Take heed therefore how ye 
hear: for whosoever hath, to him 
shall be given; and whosoever hath 
not, from him shall be taken even 
that which he seemeth to have. 

19 YJ Then came to him Ais mother 
and his brethren, and could not come 
at him for the press. 

20 And it was told him dy certain 
which said, Thy mother and thy bre- 
thren stand without, desiring to see 
thee. 

21 And he answered and said unto 
them, My mother and my brethren

and do it. 

22 J Nowit came to pass on a cer- 
tain day, that he went into a ship 
with his disciples: and he said unto 
them, Let us go over unto the other 
side of the lake.

48 Truly ye bear witness that ye 
allow the deeds of your fathers: for 
they indeed killed them, and ye build 
their sepulchres. 

49 Therefore also said the wisdom 
‘of God, I will send them prophets 
and apostles, and some of them they 
‘shall slay and persecute: 

50 That the blood of all the pro- 
phets, which was shed from the foun- 
dation of the world, may be required 
of this generation; 

51 From the blood of Abel unto the 
blood of Zacharias, which perished 


' between the altar and the temple: 


verily I say unto you, It shall be re- 
quired of this generation. 

52 Woe unto you, lawyers! for ye 
have taken away the key of know- 
ledge; ye entered not in yourselves, 
and them that were entering in ye 
hindered. 

53 And as he said these things unto 
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them, the scribes and the Pharisees 
began to urge Aim vehemently, and 
to provoke him to speak of many 
things: 

54 Laying wait for him, and seeking 
to catch something out of his mouth, 
that they might accuse him. 


CHAPTER XII. 

In the mean time, when there were 
gathered tcgether an innumerable 
multitude of people, insomuch that 
they trode ene upon another, he be- 
gan to say unto his disciples first of 
all, Beware ye of the leaven of the 
Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. 

2 For there is nothing covered, that 
shall not be revealed; neither hid, 
that shall not be known. 

3 Therefore whatsoever ye have 
spoken in darkness shall be heard in 
the light; and that which ye have 
spoken in the ear in closets shall be 
proclaimed upon the housetops. 

4. And I say unto you my friends, 
Be not afraid of them that kill the 
body, and after that haye no more 
that they can do, 

5 But I will forewarn you whom ye 
shall fear: Fear him, which after he 
hath killed hath power te cast into 
hell; yea, I say unto you, Fear him. 

6 Are not five sparrows sold for two 
farthings, and not one of them is for- © 
gotten before God? 

7 But even the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. Fear not 
therefore: ye are of more value than 
many sparrows. 

8 Also I say unto you, Whosoever 
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shall confess me before men, him 
shall the Son of man also confess be- 
fore the angels of God: 

9 But he that denieth me before 
men shall be denied before the angels 
of God. 

10 And whosoever shall speak a 
word against the Son of man, it shall 
be forgiven bim: but unto him that 
blasphemeth against the Holy Ghost 
it shall not be forgiven. 

11 And when they bring you unto 
the synagogues, and ztéo magistrates, 
and powers, take ye no thought how 
or what thing ye shall answer, or what 
ye shall say: 

12 For the Holy Ghost shall teach 
you in the same hour what ye ought 
to say. 

13 W And one of the company said 
unto him, Master, speak to my bro- 
ther, that he divide the inheritance 
with me. 

14 And he said unto him, Man, 
who made me a judge or a divider 
over you? 

15 And he said unto them, Take 
heed, and beware of coyvetousness: 
for a man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he 
possesseth, 

16 And he spake a parable unto 
them, saying, The ground of a certain 
rich man brought forth plentifully: 

17 And he thought within himself, 
saying, What shall I do, because f 
have no room where to hestow my 
fruits? 

18 And he said, This will I do: I 
will pull down my barns, and build 
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greater; and there will I bestow all 
my fruits and my goods. 

19 And I will say to my soul, Soul, 
thou hast much’ goods laid up for 
many years; take thine ease, eat, 
diink, avd be merry. 

20 But God said unto him, Zhou 
fool, this night thy soul shall be re- 
quired of thee: then whose shall those 
things be, which thou hast provided? 

21 So zs he that layeth up treasure 
for himself, and is not rich toward 
God. 

22 J And he said unto his disciples, 
Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat; neither for the body, what ye 
shall put on. 

23 The life is more than meat, and 
the body zs more than raiment, 

24 Consider the ravens: for they 
neither sow nor reap; which neither 
have storehouse nor barn; and God 
feedeth them: how much more are ye 
better than the fowls? 

25 And which of you with taking 
thought can add to his stature one 
cubit? 

26 If ye then be not able to do that 
thing which is least, why take ye 
thought for the rest? 

27 Consider the lilies how they. 
grow: they toil not, they spin not; 
and yet I say unto you, that Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like 
one of these. 3 

28 If then God so clothe the grass, 
which is to day in the field, and to 
morrow is cast into the oven; how 
much more will he clothe you, O ye 
of little faith?

, aud your lights burning; 


36 And ye yourselves like unto men 
that wait for their lord, when he will 
return from the wedding; that when 
he cometh and knocketh, they may 
open unto him immediately. 

37 Blessed arz those servants, whom 
the lord when he cometh shall find 
watching: verily I say unto you, that 
he shall gird himself, and make them 
to sit down to meat, and will come 
forth and serve them. 

38 And if he shall come in the se- 
cond watch, or come in the third 
watch, and find ¢hem so, blessed are 
those servants. 

39 And this know, that if the good- 


' man of the house had known what 
- hour the thief would come, he would 


drink, neither} his house to be broken through, 


40 Be ye therefore ready also: for 
the Son of man cometh at an hour 
when ye think not. 

41 {I Then Peter said unto him, 
Lord, speakest thou this parable un- 
to us, or even to all? 

42 And the Lord said, Who then is 
that faithful and wise steward, whom 
Ais lord shall make ruler over his 
household, to give ‘hem their portion 
of meat in due season? 

43 Blessed zs that servant, whom 
his lord when he cometh shall find so 
doing. 

44 Of a truth I say unto you, that 
he will make him ruler over all that 
he hath. 

45 But and if that servant say in his 
heart, My lord delayeth his coming; 
and shal] begin to beat the menser- 
vants and maidens, and to eat and 
drink, and to be drunken;

3 Then took Mary a pound of oint- 
ment of spikenard, very costly, and 
anointed the feet of Jesus, and wiped 
his feet with her hair: and the house 
was filled with the odour of the oint- 
ment. 

4 Then saith one of his disciples, 
Judas Iscariot, Simon’s soz, which 
should betray him, 

5 Why was not this ointnient sold 
for three hundred pence, and given 
to the poor? 

6 This he said, not that he cared 
for the poor; but because he was a 
thief, and had the bag, and bare what 
was put therein. 

7 Then said Jesus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my burying hath 
she kept this. 

8 For the poor always ye have with 
you; but me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews there- 
fore knew that he was there: and they 
came not for Jesus’ sake only, but 
that they might see Lazarus also, 

_ whom he had raised from the dead. 

~ Io But the chief priests consulted 
that they might put Lazarus also to 
death; 

II Because that by reason of him 


many of the Jews went away, and 
believed on Jesus. 

12 YJ On the next day much people 
that were come to the feast, when 
they heard that Jesus was coming to 
Jerusalem, 

13 Took branches of palm trees, 
and went forth to meet him, and 
cried, Hosanna: Blessed zs the King 
of Israel that cometh in the name of 
the Lord. 

14 And Jesus, when he had found 
a young ass, sat thereon; as it is 
written, 

15 Fear not, daughter of Sion: be- 
hold, thy King cometh, sitting on an 
ass’s colt. 

16 These things understood not his 
disciples at the first: but when Jesus 
was glorified, then remembered they 
that these things were written of him, 
and that they had done these things 
unto him. 

17 The people therefore that was 
with him when he called Lazarus out 
of his grave, and raised him from the 
dead, bare record. 

18 For this cause the people also 
met him, for that they heard that he 
had done this miracle. 

19 The Pharisees therefore said 
among themselves, Perceive ye how 
ye prevail nothing? behold, the world 
is gone after him. 

20 J And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to worship 
at the feast: : 

21 The same came therefore to

32 And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all me unto me. 


33 This he said, signifying what 
death he should die. 

34 The people answered him, We 
have heard out of the law that Christ 
abideth for ever: and how sayest thou, 
The Son of man must be lifted up? 
who is this Son of man? 

35 Then Jesus said unto them, Yet 
a little while is the light with you. 
Walk while ye have the light, lest 
darkness come upon you: for he that 
walketh in darkness knoweth not whi- 
ther he goeth. 

36 While ye have light, believe in 
the light, that ye may be the children 
of light. These things spake Jesus, 
and departed, and did hide himself 
from them. 

37 T But though he had done so 
many iniracles before them, yet they 
believed not on him: 

38 That the saying of Esaias the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he 
spake, Lord, who hath believed our 
report? and to whom hath the arm 
of the Lerd been revealed? 

39 Therefore they could not believe, 
because that Esaias said again, 

40 He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart; that they should 
not see with ¢heir eyes, nor under- 
stand with ‘Aer heart, and be con- 
verted, and I should heal them. 

41 These things said Esaias, when 
he saw his glory, and spake of him.

21 That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, a7vt in me, and I in 
thee, that they also may be one in 
us; that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou gay- 
est me I have given them; that they 
may be one, even as we are one: 

23 lin them, and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfect in one; 
and that the world may know that 
thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
them, as thou hast loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they also, 
whom thou hast given me, be with 
me where I am; that they may be- 
hold my glory, which thou hast given 
me: for thou lovedst me before the 
foundation of the world.

and Jacob éegat the twelve patriarchs. 

g And the patriarchs, moved with 
envy, sold Joseph into Egypt: but 
God was with him, 

10 And delivered him out of all his 
afflictions, and gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt; and he made him governor 
over Egypt and all his house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over 
all the land of Egypt and Chanaan,

16 And were carried over into Sy- 
chem, and laid in the sepulchre that 
Abraham bought for a sum of money 
of the sons of Emmor ¢he father of 
Sychera, 

17 But when the time of the pro- 
mise drew nigh, which God had sworn 
to Abraham, the people grew and 
multiplied in Egypt, 

18 Till another king arose, which 
knew not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilly with our 
kindred, and evil entreated our fa- 
thers, so that they cast out their 
young children, to the end they might 
not live. 

20 In which time Moses was born, 
and was exceeding fair, and nourished 
up in his father’s house three months: 

21 And when he was cast out, Pha- 
raoh’s daughter took him up, and 
nourished him for her own son, 

22 And Moses was learned in all 
the wisdom of the Egyptians, and 
was mighty in words and in deeds. 


13 SA and his kindred 
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23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to visit his 
brethren the children of Israel. 

24 And seeing one of them suffer 
wrong, he defended Am, and avenged 
him that was oppressed, and smote 
the Egyptian:

30 And when forty years were ex- 
pired, there appeared to him in the 
wilderness of mount Sina an angel of 
the Lord in a flame of fire in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw 7, he won- 
dered at the sight: and as he drew 
near to behold 7¢#, the voice of the 
Lord came unto him, 

32 Saying, 1 am the God of thy fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 
Then Moses trembled, and durst not 
behold.

And the Lord said, Iam Jesus whom 
thou persecutest: 7 zs hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks, 

6 And he trembling and astonished 
said, Lord, what wilt thou haye me 
to do? And the Lord sazd unto him, 
Arise, and go into the city, and it 
shall be told thee what thou must do, 

7 And the men which jourmeyed 
with him stood speechless, hearing a 
voice, but seeing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth; 
and when his eyes were opened, he 
saw no man: but they led him by 
the hand, and brought Aim into 
Damascus. 

9 And he was three days without 
sight, and neither did eat nor drink.

17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house; and putting 
his hands on him said, Brother Saul, 
the Lord, even Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in the way as thou camest, 
hath sent me, that thou mightest re- 

~-ceive thy sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. - 

18 And immediately there fell from 
his eyes as it had been scales: and 
he received sight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptized.

37 And it came to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and died: 
whom when they had washed, they 
laid Aer in an upper chamber. 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda was 
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nigh to Joppa, and the disciples had 
heard that Peter was there, they sent 
unto him two men, desiring Aim that 
he would not delay to ceme to them, 

39 Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they 
brought him into the upper chamber: 
and all the widows stood by him 
weeping, and shewing the coats and 
garments which Dorcas made, while 
she was with them. 

40 But Peter put them all forth, 
and kneeled down, and prayed; and 
turning Ain to the body said, Tabitha, 
arise. And she opened her eyes: and 
when she saw Peter, she sat up. 

41 And he gave her Ais hand, and 
liited her up, and when he had call- 
ed the saints and widows, presented 
her alive. 

42 And it was known throughout 
all Joppa; and many believed in the 
Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he 
tarried many days in Joppa with one 
Simon a tanner.

22 And they said, Comelius the 
centurion, a just man, and one that 
feareth God, and of good report among 
all the nation of the Jews, was warn- 
ed from God by an holy angel to send 
for thee into his house, and to hear 
words of thee.

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CHAPTER XIV, 
An D it came to pass in Iconium, 
that they went both together into the 
synagogue of the Jews, and so spake, 
that a great multitude both of the 
Jews and also of the Greeks be- 
lieved. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred 
up the Gentiles, and made their minds 
evil affected against the brethren. 

3 Long time therefore abode they 
speaking boidly in the Lord, which 
gave testimony unto the word of his 
grace, and granted signs and wonders 
to be done by their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the city was 
divided; and part held with the Jews, 
and part with the apostles. 

5 And when there was an assault 
made both of the Gentiles, and also 
of the Jews with their rulers, to use 
them despitefully, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of it, and fled 
unto Lystra and Derbe, cities of Ly- 
cazonia, and unto the region that lieth 
round about:

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and would 
have done sacrifice with the people. 

14 Which when the apostles, Bar- 
nabas and Paul, heard of, they rent 
their clothes, and ran in among the

15 And saying, Sirs, why do ye 
these things? We also are mer of like 
passions with you, and preach unto 
you that ye should turn from these 
vanities unto the living God, which 
made heaven, and earth, and the sea, 
and all things that are therein: 


16 Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways.

CHAPTER XV. 
Anp certain men which came down 
from Judeea taught the brethren, azd 
said, Except ye be circumcised after 
the manner of Moses, ye cannot be 
saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Barna- 
bas had no small. dissension and dis- 
putation with them, they determined 
that Paul and Barmabas, and certain 
other of them, should go up to Jeru- 


salem unto the apostles and elders 
about this question.

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the 
bounds of their habitation;

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CHAPTER XIX. 


Anp it came to pass, that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul having 
passed through the upper coasts came 
to Ephesus: and finding certain dis- 
ciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved? And they said unto him, We 
have not so much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily bap- 
tized with the baptism of repentance, 
saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should 
come after him, that is, on Christ 
Jesus. 

5 When they heard fis, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 

6 And when Paul had laid Azs hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
them; and they spake with tongues, 
and prophesied. 

7 And all the men were about 
twelve. 

8 And he went into the synagogue, 
and spake boldly for the space of three 
months, disputing and persuading the 


disciples, disputing daily in the school 
of one Tyrannus.

24 For a certain maz named De- 
metrius, a silversmith, which made 
silver shrines for Diana, brought no 
small gain unto the craftsmen; 

25 Whom he called together with 
the workmen of like occupation, and 
said, Sirs, ye know that by this craft 
we have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that 
not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath 
persuaded and turned away much 
people, saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands: 
~-27 So that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be set at nought; but 
also that the teinple of the great god- 
dess Diana should be despised, and 
her magnificence should be destroy- 
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ed, whom all Asia and the world wor- 
shippeth. 

28 And when they heard shese say- 
ings, they were full of wrath, and 
cried out, saying, Great zs Diana of 
the Ephesians. 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with confusion: and having caught 
Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Ma- 
cedonia, Paul’s companions in travel, 
they rushed with one accord into the 
theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have en- 
tered in unto the people, the disciples 
suffered him not. 

31 And certain of tlie chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto him, 
desiring Azm that he would not ad- 
venture himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and some another: for the assembly 
was confused; and the more part 
knew not wherefore they were come 
together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of 
the multitude, the Jews putting him 
forward. And Alexander beckoned 
with the hand, and would have made 
his defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was 
a Jew, all with one voice about the 
space of two hours cried out, Great 
is Diana of the Ephesians. 

35 And when the townclerk had 
appeased the peopie, he said, Yemen 
of Ephesus, what rean is there that

40 For we are in danger to be called 
in question for this day’s uproar, there 
being no cause whereby we may give 
an account of this concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, 
he dismissed the assembly.

5 For we have found this man @ 
pestilent fe//ow, and a mover of sedi- 
tion among all the Jews throughout 
the world, and a ringleader of the 
sect of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to 
profane the temple: whom we took, 
and wouid have judged according to 
our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with great violence took 
him away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom 
thyself mayest take knowledge of all 
these things, whereof we accuse him. 

g And the Jews also assented, say- 
ing that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the gover- 
nor had beckoned unto him to speak, 
answered, Forasmuch as I know that 
thou hast been of many years a judge 
unto this nation, I do the more cheer- 
fully answer for myself: 

11 Because that thou mayest un- 
derstand, that there are yet but twelve 
days since I went up to Jerusalem for 
to worship. 


30 SA how that they Jaid wait, V how that wait was laid; SA om. straightway; 
V to speak before thee against him, SA to speak before thee (om. what they had against 
him); VA om.

cheerfully answer 
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12 And they neither found me in 

the temple disputing with any man, 

neither raising up the people, neither 
in the synagogues, nor in the city: 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confessunto thee, that 
after the way which they call heresy, 
so worship I the God of my fathers, 
believing all things which are written 
in the law and in the prophets: 

15 And have hope toward God, 
which they themselves also allow, 
that there shall be a resurrection of 
the dead, both of the just and unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise my- 
self, to have always a conscience void 
of offence toward God, and foward 
men. 

, 17 Nowafter many years I came to 
bring alms to my nation, and offer- 
ings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from 
Asia found me purified in the tem- 
ple, neither with multitude, nor with 
tumult. 

19 Who ought to have been here 
before thee, and object, if they had 
ought against me. 

20 Or else let these same here say, 
if they have found any evil doing in 
me, while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, 
that I cried standing among them, 
Touching the resurrection of the dead 
I am called in- question by you this 
day. 

22 And when Felix heard these 


13 SVA can they prove to thee 
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things, having more perfect know- 
ledge of that way, he deferred them, 
and said, When Lysias the chief cap- 
tain shall come down, I witl know 
the uttermost of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let Azm have 
liberty, and that he should forbid 
none of his acquaintance to minister 
or come unto him, 

24 And after certain days, when 
Felix came with his wife Drusilla, 
which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, 
and heard him concerning the faith 
in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of righteous- 
ness, temperance, and judgment to 
come, Felix trembled, and answered, 
Go thy way for this time; when I 
have a convenient season, I will call 
for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money should 
have been given him of Paul, that he 
might loose him: wherefore he sent 
for him the oftener, and communed 
with him. 

‘27 But after two years Porcius Fes- 
tus came into Felix’ room: and Felix, 
willing to shew the Jews a pleasure, 


left Paul bound, 
CHAPTER XXY. 

N OW when Festus was come into 
the province, after three days he as- 
cended from Czesarea to Jerusalem. 

2 Then the high priest and the chief 
of the Jews informed him against 
Paul, and besought him, :

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3 And desired favour against him, 
that he would send for him to Jeru- 
salem, laying wait in the way to kill 
him. 

4 But Festus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Czesarea, and that 
he himself would depart shortly ¢47- 
ther. 

5 Let them therefore, said he, which 
among you are able, go down with 
me, and accuse this man, if there be 
any wickedness in him, 

6 And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Czesarea; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment seat com- 
manded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the Jews 
which came down from Jerusalem 
stood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints against Paul, 
which they could not prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Czesar, have I offended any 
thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do the Jews 
a pleasure, answered Paul, and said, 
Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and 
there be judged of these things before 
me? 

1o Then said Paul, I stand at Cz- 
sar’s judgment seat, where I ought 
to be judged: to the Jews have I 
done no wrong, as thou very well 
knowest. 

rz For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, 
I refuse not to die: but if there be 
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none of these things whéreof these 
accuse me, no man may deliver me 
unto them. I appeal unto Ceesar. - 

12 Then Festus, when he had con- 
ferred with the council, answered, 
Hast thou appealed unto Ceesar? un- 
to Caesar shalt thou go. 

13 And after certain days king 
Agrippa and Bernice came unto Ca2- 
sarea to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Festus declared Paul’s 
cause unto the king, saying, There is 
a certain man left in bonds by Felix: 

15 About whom, when I was at 
Jerusalem, the chief priests and 
the elders of the Jews informed me, 
desiring ¢o have judgment against 
him. 

16 To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the Romans to deliver 
any man to die, before that he which 
is accused have the accusers face to 
face, and have licence to answer for 
himself concerning the crime laid 
against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were come 
hither, without any delay on the mor- 
row I sat on the judgment seat, and 
commanded the man to be brought 
forth. 

18 Against whom when the accusers 
stood up, they brought none accusa- 
tion of such things as I supposed: 

19 But had certain questions against 
him of their own superstition, and of 
one Jesus, which was dead, whom 
Paul affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked Aim 


5 translate which among you are in authority © SVA not more than eight or ten 
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whether he would go to Jerusalem, 


and there be judged of these mat- 
ters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to 
be reserved unto the hearing of Au- 
gustus, I commanded him to be kept 
till I might send him to Ceesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, 
I would also hear the man myself. 
To morrow, said he, thou shalt hear 
him. 

23 And on the morrow, when A- 
grippa was come, and Bernice, with 
great pomp, and was entered into the 
place of hearing, with the chief cap- 

tains, and principal men of the city, 
at Festus’ commandment Paul was 
brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, 
and all men which are here present 

_ with us, ye see this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews have 
dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, 
and also here, crying that he ought 
not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had 

‘committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he himself hath appealed to 

' Augustus, I have determined to send 
him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain thing 
to write unto my lord. Wherefore I 
have brought him forth before you, 
and specially before thee, O king 
Agrippa, that, after examination had, 
I might have somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreason- 
able to send a prisoner, and not 
withal to signify the crimes /aid a- 
gainst him. 
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CHAPTER XXVI. 
‘Tuen Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Thou art permitted to speak for thy- 
self. Then Paul stretched forth the 
hand, and answered for himself: 

2 1 think myself happy, king A- 
grippa, because I shall answer for 
myself this day before thee touching 
all the things whereof I am accused 
of the Jews: 

3 Especially because T know thee to 
be expert in all customs and ques- 
tions which are among the Jews: 
wherefore I beseech thee to hear me 
patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine 
own nation at Jerusalem, know all 
the Jews; 

5 Which knew me from the begin- 
ning, if they would testify, that after 
the most straitest sect of our religion 
I lived a Pharisee. 

6 And now I stand and am judged 
for the hope of the promise made of 
God unto our fathers: 

7 Unto which fromise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day and 
night, hope to come. For which hope’s 
sake, king Agrippa, I am accused of 
the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you, that God should 
raise the dead? 

9 I verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many things contrary 
to the name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jeru-. 
salem: and many of the saints did I 
shut up in prison, having received 
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authority from the chief priests; and 
when they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against ent. 

11 And I punished them oft in eve- 
ry synagogue, and compelled ¢hem to 
blaspheme; and being exceedingly 
mad against them, I persecuted ¢hemz 
even unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Damas- 
cus with authority and commission 
from the chief priests, 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining round 
about me and them which journeyed 
with me. 

14. And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, I heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the Hebrew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? 7¢zs hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet: for I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a mi- 
nister and a witness both of these 
things which thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I will ap- 
pear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, unto whom 
now [I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, avd to turn 
them from darkness to light, and from 
the power of Satan unto God, that 
they may receive forgiveness of sins, 
and inheritance among them which 
are sanctified by faith that is in me. 


12 SVA of the chief priests 
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19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I 
was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision: 

20 But shewed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of Judeea, 
and ¢hewx to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught 
me in the temple, and went about to 
lil me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
witnessing both to small and great, 
saying none other things thar those 
which the prophets and Moses did 
say should come: 

23 That Christ should suffer, and 
that he should be the first that should 
rise from the dead, and should shew 
light unto the people, and to the 
Gentiles. 

24, And as he thus spake for him- 
self, Festus said with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art beside thyself; much 
learning doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, 1am not mad, most 
noble Festus; but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness, 

26 For the king knoweth of these 
things, before whom also I speak 
freely: for I am persuaded that none 
of these things are hidden froni him; 
for this thing was not done in a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou 
the prophets? I know that thou be- 
lievest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Almost thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian. 


™ SVA a voice saying unto me in‘the Hebrew tongue 
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29 And Paul said, I would to God, 
that not only thou, but also all that 
hear me this day, were both almost, 
‘and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, 
the king rose up, and the governor, 
and Bernice, and they that sat with 
them: 

31 And when they were gone aside, 
they talked between themselves, say- 
ing, This man doeth nothing worthy 
of death or of bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto Festus, 
This man might have been set at li- 
verty, if he had not appealed unto 
Ceasar. 


CHAPTER XXVIT. 
Anp when it was determined that 
‘we should sail into Italy, they de- 
livered Paul and certain other pri- 
soners unto oxe named Julius, a cen- 
turion of Augustus’ band. 

2 And entering into a ship of Adra- 
myttium, we launched, meaning to 
sail by the coasts of Asia; ove Ari- 
starchus, a Macedonian of Thessalo- 
,nica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at 
Sidon, And Julius courteously en- 
treated Paul, and gave Aim liberty to 
go unto his friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, be- 
cause the winds were contrary. 

5-And when we had sailed over the 
sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 
came to Myra, a city, of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion found a 
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ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy; 
and he put us therein, 

7 And when we had sailed slowly 
many days, and scarce were come 
over against Cnidus, the wind not 
suffering us, we sailed under Crete, 
over against Salmone; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came un- 
to a place which is called The fair 
havens; nigh whereunto was the city 
of Lasea, 

9 Now when much time was spent, 
and when sailing was now dangerous, 
because the fast was now already past, 
Paul admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I per- 
ceive that this voyage will be with 
hurt and much damage, not only of 
the lading and ship, but also of our 
lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion be- 
lieved the master and the owner of 
the ship, more than those things which 
were spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more 
part advised to depart thence also, if 
by any means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter; which 
7s an haven of Crete, and lieth toward 
the south west and north west. 

13 And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had ob- 
tained their purpose, loosing ¢hence, 
they sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, called _ 
Euroclydon. 

15 And when the ship was caught, 
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and could not bear up into the wind, 
we let her drive. 

16 And mrimning under a certain 
island which is called Clauda, we had 
much work to come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had taken up, 
they used helps, undergirding the 
ship; and, fearing lest they should fall 
into the quicksands, strake sail, and 
so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly toss- 
ed with a tempest, the next day they 
lightened the ship; 

1g And the third day we cast out 
with our own hands the tackling of 
the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars 
in many days appeared, and no small 
tempest Jay on ws, all hope that we 
should be saved was then taken 
away. 

2r But after long abstinence Paul 
stood forth in the midst of them, and 
said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened 
unto me, and not have loosed from 
Crete, and to have gained this harm 
and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of 
good cheer: but there shall be no loss 
of any man’s life among you, but of 
the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose Iam, and 
whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Ceesar: and, 
lo, God hath given thee all them that 
sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good 
cheer: for I believe God, that it shall 
be even as it was told me. 


16 S2V called Cauda 17S help 
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a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we were driven up and 
down in Adria, about midnight the 
shipmen deemed that they drew near 
to some country; 

28 And sounded, and founda z/ twen- 
ty fathoms: and when they had gone 
a little further, they sounded again, 
and found ¢¢ fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four an- 
chors out of the stern, and wished 
for the day. 

30 And as the shipmen were about 
to flee out of the ship, when they had 
let down the boat into the sea, under 
colour as though they would have 
cast anchors out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and 
to the soldiers, Except these abide in 
the ship, ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the 
ropes of the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while the day was coming 
on, Paul besought ‘hem all to take 
meat, saying, This day is the four- 
teenth day that ye have tarried and 
continued fasting, having taken no~ 
thing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meat: for this is for your health: 
for there shall not an hair fall from 
the head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, 
he took bread, and gave thanks to 
God in presence of them all: and when 
he had broken i, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. : 


19 SVA they cast out with their own hands 
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37 And we were in all in the ship 
two hundred threescore and sixteen 
souls, 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out 
the wheat into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they knew 
not the land: but they discovered a 
certain creek with a shore, into the 
which they were minded, if it were 
possible, to thrust in the ship. 

40 And when they had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves 
unto the sea, and loosed the rudder 
, bands, and hoised up the mainsail to 
the wind, and made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where 
two seas met, they ran the ship a- 
» ground; and the forepart stuck fast, 
and remained unmoveable, but the 
hinder part was broken with the vio- 
lence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was to 
kill the prisoners, lest any of them 
should swim out, and escape. 

43 But the centurion, willing to save 
Paul, kept them from ¢heiy purpose; 
and commanded that they which could 
swim should cast ¢hemselves first into 
the sea, and get to land: 

44. And the rest, some on boards, 
and some on broken pieces of the ship. 
And so it came to pass, that they 
escaped all safe to land. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 


Anp when they were escaped, 
then they knew that the island was 
called Melita. 

z And the barbarous people shewed 


37 V about instead of two hundred (a 


us no little kindness: for they kindled 
a fire, and received us every one, be- 
cause of the present rain, and because 
of the cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 


fbundle of sticks, and laid ¢hem on 


the fire, there came a viper out of the 
heat, and fastened on his hand, 

4 And when the barbarians saw the 
venomous beast hang on his hand, 
they said among themselves, No doubt 
this man is a murderer, whom, though 
he hath escaped the sea, yet vengeance 
suffereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off the beast into 
the fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they looked when he 
should have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly: but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they changed 
their minds, and said that he was a 
god. 

7 In the same quarters were posses- 
sions of the chief man of the island, 
whose name was Publius; who re- 
ceived us, and lodged us three days 
courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the 
father of Publius lay sick of a fever 
and of a bloody flux: to whom Paul 
entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him. 

9 So when this was done, others 
also, which had diseases in the island, 
came, and were healed: 

Io Who also honoured us with 
many honours; and when we depart- 
ed, they laded ws with such things as 
were necessary. 
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11 And after three months we de- 
parted in a ship of Alexandria, which 
had wintered in the isle, whose sign 
was Castor and Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syracuse, we 
tarried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and came to Rhegium: and 
after one day the south wind blew, 
and we came the next day to Puteoli: 

14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them seven 
days: and so we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the bre- 
thren heard of us, they came to meet 
us as far as Appii forum, and The 
three taverns: whom when Paul saw, 
he thanked God, and took courage. 

16 And when we came to Rome, 
the centurion delivered the prisoners 
to the captain of the guard: but Paul 
was suffered to dwell by himself with 
a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of the 
Jews together: and when they were 
come together, he said unto them, 
Men and brethren, though I have 
committed nothing against the people, 
or customs of our fathers, yet was I 
delivered prisoner from Jerusalem into 
the hands of the Romans. 

18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
there was no cause of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake against 
it, 1 was constrained to appeal unto 
Cesar; not that I had ought to ac- 
cuse my nation of. 
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called for you, to see you, and to 


speak with you: because that for the 
hope of Israel I am bound with this 
chain. 

21 And they said unto him, We 
neither received letters out of Judzea 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren that came shewed or spake 
any harm of thee. 

22 But we desire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkest: for as concerning 
this sect, we know that every where 
it is spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to him 
into Ais lodging; to whom he ex- 
pounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, 
and out of the prophets, from morn- 
ing till evening. 

24 And some believed the things 
which were spoken, and some believ- 
ed not. 

25 And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed, after that 
Paul had spoken one word, Well 
spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias the 
prophet unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and 
say, Hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
not understand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and not perceive: 

27 For the heart of this people is 
waxed gross, and their ears are dull 
of hearing, and their eyes have they 
closed; lest they should see with ¢heir 
eyes, and hear with ¢Heir ears, and un- 
derstand with zheiy heart, and should 


20 For this cause therefore have I|be converted, and I should heal them. 
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28 Be it known therefore unto you, | 30 And Paul dwelt two whole years 


that the salvation of God is sent unto 
the Gentiles, and /¢/at they will 
hear it. 


29 And when he had said these 


words, the Jews departed, and had 
great reasoning among themselves.

8 First, I thank my God through 
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come unto you, 

11 For I long to see you, that I 
may impart unto you some spiritual 
gift, to the end ye may be established; 

12 That is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you igno-" 
rant, brethren, that oftentimes I pur- 
posed to come unto you, (but was let 
hitherto,) that I might have some 
fruit among you also, even as among 
other Gentiles. 


1, Vof Christ Jesus % S om, through Jesus Christ 
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14 I am debtor both to the Greeks, 


and to the Barbarians; both to the 
wise, and to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gespel to you that 
are at Rome also, 

16 For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ: for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteoustiess 
of God revealed from faith to faith: 
as it is written, The just shall live by 
faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who hold 
the truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; 
for God hath shewed 7# unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead; so that they are 
without excuse: 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified Az# not as God, 
neither were thankful: but became 
vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the un- 
corruptible God into an image made 
like to corruptible man, and to birds, 
and fourfooted beasts, and creeping 
things. 
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24 Wherefore God also gave them 
up to uncleanness through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour their 
own bodies between themselves: 

25 Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and served 
the creature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed: for ever. Amen. 

26 For this cause God gave them 
up unto vile affections: for even their 
women did change the natural use 
into that which is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, leav- 
ing the natural use of the woman, 
burned in their lust one toward an- 
other; men with men working that 
which is unseemly, and receiving in 
themselves that recompence of their 
error which was meet. 

28 And even as they did not like to 
retain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate mind, 
to do those things which are not con- 
venient; 

29 Being filled with ail unrighte- 
ousness, fornication, wickedness, co- 
vetousness, maliciousness; full of en- 
vy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity; 
whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, de- 
spiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of 
evil things, disobedient to parents, 

31 Without understanding, cove- 
nantbreakers, without natural affec- 
tion, implacable, unmerciful: 

32 Who knowing the judgment of 
God, that they which commit such 
things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in 
them that do them. 
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CHAPTER I1. 


rat EREFORE thou art inexcus- 


able, O man, whosoever thou art that 
judgest: for wherein thou judgest an- 
other, thou condemnest thyself; for 
thou that judgest doest the same 
things. 

2 But we are sure that the judgment 
of God is according to truth against 
them which commit such things. 

3 And thinkest thou this, O man, 
that judgest them which do such 
things, and doest the same, that thou 
shalt escape the judgment of God? 

4 Or despisest thou the riches of his 
goodness and forbearance and long- 
suffering; not knowing that the good- 
ness of God leadeth thee to repent- 
ance? 

5 But after thy hardness and impe- 
nitent heatt treasurest up unto thy- 
self wrath against the day of wrath 
and revelation of the righteous judg- 
ment of God; 

6 Who will render to every man ac- 
cording to his deeds: 

7 To them who by patient continu- 
ance in well doing seek for glory and 
honour and immortality, eternal life: 

8 But unto them that are conten- 
tious, and do not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteousness, indignation and 
wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
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12 For as many as have sinned with- 
out law shall also perish without law: 
and’as many as have sinned in the law 
shall be judged by the law; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers of 
the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, these, 
having not the law, are a law unto 
themselves: 

15 Which shew the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their consci- 
ence also bearing witness, and their 
thoughts the mean while accusing or 
else excusing one another;) 

16 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
thy boast of God, 

18 And knowest Azs will, and ap- 
provest the things that are more ex- 
cellent, being instructed out of the 
law; 

19 And art confident that thou thy- 
self art a guide of the blind a light 
of them which are in darkness, 

20 An instructor of the foolish, a 
teacher of babes, which hast the form _ 
of knowledge and of the truth in the 


every soul of man that doeth evil, of|law.

29 But he zs a Jew, which is one 
inwardly; and circumcision és that of 
the heart, in the spirit, avd not in the 
letter; whose praise iy not of men, 
but of God. 


CHAPTER III.

5 But if our unrighteousness com- 
mend the righteousness of God, what 
shall we say? Zs God unrighteous 
who taketh vengeance?

6 God forbid: for then how shall 
God judge the world? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his 
glory; why yet am I also judged as 
a sinner? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slander- 
ously reported, and as some affirm 
that we say,) Let us do evil, that 
good may come? whose damnation is 
just. 

9 What then? ‘are we better ¢han 
they? No, in no wise: for we have be- 
fore proved both Jews and Gentiles, 
that they are all under sin; 

1o As it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one: 

11 There is none that understand- 
eth, there is none that seeketh after 
God. 

12 They are all gone out of the 
way, they are together become un- 
profitable; there is none that doeth 
good, no, not one. 

13 Their throat 7s an open sepul- 
chre; with their tongues they have 
used deceit; the poison of asps és 
under their lips:

' 27 Where #s boasting then? It is 
excluded. By what law? of works? 
Nay: but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by faith without the 
deeds of the law. 
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29 Zs he the God of the Jews only? 
zs he not also of the Gentiles? Yes, 
of the Gentiles also: 

30 Seeing zt zs one God, which shall 
justify the circumcision by faith, and 
uncircumcision through faith. 

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, we 
establish the law. 


CHAPTER IV. 
Wu AT shall we then say that 
Abraham, our father as pertaining to 
the flesh, hath found? 

2 For if Abraham were justified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory; but 
not before God. 

3 For what saith the scripture? 
Abraham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteousness.

6 Even as David also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom 
God imputeth righteousness without 
works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they whose 
iniquities are forgiven, and whose sins 
are covered. 

8 Blessed zs the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then up* 
on the circumcision ov/y, or upon the 
uncircumcision also? for we say that 
faith was reckoned to Abraham for 
righteousness.

2 For the woman which hath an 
husband is bound by the law to her 
husband so long as he liveth; but if 
the husband be dead, she is loosed 
from the law of er husband.

7 Because the carnal mind zs en- 
mity against God: for it is not sub- 
ject to the law of God, neither indeed 
can be. 

8 So then they that are in the flesh 
cannot please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in 
the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of 
God dwell in you. Now if any man 
have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his. 

10 And if Christ dein you, the body 
is dead because of sin; but the Spirit 
is life because of righteousness. 

11 But if the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, 
he that raised up Christ from the dead 
shall also quicken your mortal bodies 
by his Spirit that dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are debt- 
ors, not to the flesh, to live after the 
flesh, 

13 For ‘if ye live after the flesh, ye 
shall die: but if ye through the Spirit 
do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live. 

14 For as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of 
God, 

15 For ye have not received the spi- 
rit of bondage again to fear; but ye 
have received the Spirit of adoption, ~ 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father.

27 And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what zs the mind of the Spi- 
rit, because he maketh intercession 
for the saints according to the will of 
God, 

28 And we know that all things 
work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the called 
according to Azs purpose. 

29 For whom he did foreknow, he 
also did predestinate /o de conformed 
to the image of his Son, that he 
might be the firstborn among many 
brethren.

29 But this I say, brethren, the time 
és short: it remaineth, that both they 
that have wives be as though they 
had none; 

30 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not; and they that rejoice, 
as though they rejoiced not; and they 
that buy, as though they possessed 
not; 

31 And they that use this world, as 
not abusing z¢: for the fashion of this 
world passeth away. 

32 But I would have you without 
carefulness. He that is unmarried 
careth for the things that belong to 
the Lord, how he may please the 
Lord: 

33 But he that is married careth for 


the things that are of the world, how 
he may please zs wife. 

34 There is difference a/so between 
a wife and a virgin. ‘The unmarried 
woman careth for the things of the 
Lerd, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit: but she that is 
married careth for the things of the 
world, how she may please 4er hus- 
band. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit; not that I may cast a snare 
upon you, but for that which is come- 
ly, and that ye may attend upon the 
Lord without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he be- 
haveth himself uncomely toward his 
virgin, if she pass the flower of Aer 
age, and need so require, let him do 
what he will, he sinneth not: let 
them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
stedfast in his heart, having no neces- 
sity, but hath power over his own 
will, and hath so decreed in his heart 
that he will keep his virgin, doeth 
well, 

38 So then he that giveth /er in mar- 
riage doeth well; but he that giveth 
her not in marriage doeth better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law as 
long as her husband liveth; but if her 
husband be dead, she is at liberty to 
be married to whom she will; only in 
the Lord, 

40 But she is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment: and I think also 
that I have the Spirit of God.

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CHAPTER VIII. 

Now as touching things offered 

unto idols, we know that we all have 

knowledge. Knowledge puffeth up, 

but charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth no- 
thing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the 
same is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eat- 
ing of those things that are offered in 
sacrifice unto idols, we know that an 
idol ¢s nothing in the world, and that 
there is none other God but one. 

5 For though there be that are 
called gods, whether in heaven or in 
earth, (as there be gods many, and 
lords many, ) 

6 But to us there is but one God, 
the Father, of whom ave all things, 
and we in him; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom avv all things, and 
we by him. 

7 Howbeit there zs not in every man 
that knowledge: for some with con- 
science of the idol unto this hour eat 
z as a thing offered unto an idol; 
and their conscience being weak is 
defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God: for neither, if we eat, are we 
the better; neither, if we eat not, are 
-we the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of your’s become a stum- 
blingblock to them that are weak.

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1o Neither murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and were de- 
stroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now all these things happened 
unto them for ensamples: and they 
are written for our admonition, up- 
on whom the ends of the world are 
come, 

12 Wherefore let him that thinketh 
he standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: 
but God zs faithful, who will not suf- 
fer you to be tempted above that ye 
are able; but will with the tempta- 
tion also make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear z¢, 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 
flee from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge 
ye what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing which we 
bless, is it not the communion of the 
blood of Christ?

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you, 
That the Lord Jesus the same night 
in which he was betrayed took bread: 

24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake z¢, and said, Take, eat: this 
is my body, which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of me.

11 For behold this selfsame thing, 
that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, 
what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
yea, what revenge! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to be clear 
in. this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, J did it not for his cause that 
had done the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered wrong, but that our care 
for you in the sight of God might 
appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in 
your comfort: yea, and exceedingly 
the more joyed we for the joy of Ti- 
tus, because his spirit was refreshed 
by you all. 

14 For if I have boasted any thing 
to him of you, I am not ashamed; 
but as we spake all things to you in 
truth, even so our boasting, which 
ZI made before Titus, is found a 
truth.
